Thus did ſhe 
repair with a. very numerous, brisk 
and ſtately Train into the Province. of 
Caſtille ; at her arrival at 7oledo, ſhe 
was there received with all the Ho- 
nours due to her, and found the Court 
extraordinary full. , She 
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She was lodg'd, with all her Train, 
in 4 Stately Palace, wherein ſhe' had 
hardly remain'd the time neceflary to 
recreate herſelf after the fatigue of ſo 
great a March, but that the day ap- 
pointed for the folemnity of rhat Feſti- 
val being come, ſhe was conducted in 
Ceremony, upon *® a Scaffold erected, 
and ſpread with Tapiſtries magnificent- 
Iy, in a place where the Prince D. Sa#- 
cho ſat in the middle, having the King 
his Unkle on his Right Hand, and the 
Queen his Mother on his Left. 

As ſoon as this Entertainment was 
over, ( it having been periprm'd with 
much Joy and Magniticence) notwith- 
ſtanding the earneit entreaties and 1n- 
ſtances made by the King D. Rodrigo, 
to oblige Anagzlaa to ſtay iome days to 
divert herſett in. his Court, the remain'd 
fixd in the Reſolution ſhe ad taken ; 
and alledging the beſt Reafons ihe could 
bethink herſelf of, ſhe took her leave 
of him, and return'd in all haſte to Cor- 
doua, with her Son, and all the Com- 
pany ſhe had brought along. 

Rodrigo being extremely vext, that 
ſo ſudden a departure had robb'd him 
of the means of executing his perverſe 
Intentions, and touch'd to the quick,

Aſtolpho wanting neither Induſtry 
nor Malice, advisd him to practice 
falſe Witneſſes, that might charge Don 
Saxcho with ſome great Crime: Repre- 
{enting to him, That when he ſhould 
cauſe him to be confin'd under the co- 
lour of Juſtice; no body could find 
fault therewith ; and that during the 
Prince's Impriſonment,. it would be ea- 
fie for him, either to put him to death, 
or to render himſelf in fach manner 
Maſter of the Kingdom, that it would 
be impoſſible to diveſt him of its Ad- 
miniſtration. 

The King very much reliſhing this 
Contrivance , was not long without 
cauſing D. Sancho's Proceſs to be made ; 
who by the Informations, was found 
charg'd with Crimes as black and no- 
torious, as needed to authorize the 
clapping him up into Priſon. - 

Aſtolpho having receivd the Com- 
miſſion for this purpoſe, departed from 
Toledo, without the leaft ſuſpicion be- 
ing had of the occaſion of his Journey, 
and reaching Cordoua before it could in 
the leaſt get Wind, he entred the 
Prince's Chamber , whom he found 
ſleep- 
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ſleeping, in perfect ſecurity from any 
ſuch l:ke Treaſon ; and paſſing with all 
expedition acroſs the City, that dreamt 
not in the leaft how matters went, he 
carry'd him through the Mountains 
making the Deſart, that ſeparate Caſtile 
from Andaloufa, into a little Town 
that may be ſeen from Cordowa, from 
which it is not far diſtant ; and is call'd TheTow- 
The Tower of Stone. Pres« ous 
The Queen, amaz'd at fo unexpect- Merene, 
ed a Blow, was for ſome while without F524 * 
knowing what to refolve on ; but as tain, 
ſhe/ had more Courage than her Sex 2799 
does uſually afford, and quickly ſuſpe- * 
£d how the caſe ſtood, ſhe refolv'd at 
any rate-to free her Son out of ſo great 
a Danger. Infomuch, that. having 
caus'd five and twenty of the bravelſt 
men of her houſkold to take Horſe and - 
Arms, as well as five and thirty others, 
whom ſhe orderd to follow her on 
foot. She herſelf went with this 
ſmall Troop after thoſe that carry'd 
away her Son, whom ſhe overtook 
in _ Tower, I have newly mentt- 
on'd. 
At firſt Afolpho meant to have ſtood 
upon his Defence, but having vigorouſly 
attack'd him, and killd all his Men, ſhe

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herſelf took him Priſoner, and brought 
her Sen back to Cordoua. | 

She at firſt deſign'd to have fortify'd 
herſelf in that Town, and to have pro- 
vided it with all things neceſſary, but 
fearing Rodrigo might come to beſiege 
her there, ſhe packed up all ſhe; had 
moſt precious, and having afſembled 


| her moſt truſty Servants, ſhe withdrew 


to the moſt Weſtern part of Spazn, into 
a place called the A/zefires, belonging 
to Count Fuliar ; the ſame that alittle 
while after occaſion'd the loſs of . Spain. 
Not finding herſelf even there in; fuffi- 


cient ſecurity, ſhe thought the beſt

They had no ſooner landed, and cho- 
ſen a place fit for the Encampment of 
their Troops according .as they came 
aſhore, -but that Count Fuliar's Relati- 
ons and Friends came to join them, 
with a great number of their Vaſſals, 
whom they had cauſed toReyols. Ta- 


rif 
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riff tent immediately to view the Coun- 
try. His men entred very far into it 
without meeting with any Reſiſtance ; 
and after having kilfd all thoſe they 
met, pillag'd and ravag'd not only the 
open Country, but alfo the Burroughs 
and Towns, they return'd loaded with 
Booty.

Tariff ſeeing things ſtill more eaſic 
than he had imagin'd them, gave. an

newly done, as for the apprehenſion of 
the long .and dangerous War ; with 
which he ſaw himſelf threatned ; it be- 
ing caſte to judge that Zariff had 
not made that tryal, to ſtop there. 
He knew Count Fu/:an to be a Man 
of Wit andExecution, of Courage, and 
a through knowledge of War, a Natu- 
ral Spaniard, that knew the ſtate of his 
Affairs, knew the Country, had there 
| , | many 
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many Adherents, nay , and Places, 
wherein he could enter and go out as 
often as he pleasd. He eafily per- 
ceiv'd, but too late, the fault he had 
committed, in loſing, for a moments 
Pleaſure, a man of ſuch importance, 
and in giving him to his Enemies. He 
made reflexion upon the bad poſture of 
his Kingdom, fince he had difarm'd his 
Subjeas, and. causd all the ſtrong 
Places to be demoliſhr. He conſidered 
that the long Peace which Sp.zzz had 
enjoy d, was the occaſion that he had 


no Diſciplin'd Troops, and that when 


he had aſſembled an Army, they 
would be only raw men. : All this 
plung'd him into furious Difquiets.

At length; having 
conſulted an Arch-biſhop, a Relation 
of his, call'd Zorrife, and having told 
him the little Money he had to raiſe 
and keep forces on' foot ; this Arch- 
biſhop perſuaded him to break open a 
Place called the Enchanted Tower, where 
there was faid to be a' Treaſure. And 
as this is a thing very extraordinary, I 
an willing. to inſert here at length 
what the fame Torrife told me ; who

and who could give the beſt account 
of it, as having been preſent when

' About a mile from Toledo, between

executed. Upon the opening this 
Door, ſo great a Noiſe was heard, that 


the Earth ſeem'd to open at the ſame 
time under the feet of thoſe that meant

to enter therein : They were ſeiz'd with Hao. 


ſuch 2 dread, that moſt of 'em fell fick 
upon't, ſome dy'd, and no body had 
the Courage to enter further. . The 
Door had ſtill been ſhut up more 
ſtrongly than before, and People ſtill 
believ'd that the time appointed for 
the breaking ſo great an Enchantment 
was not yet come ; but Rodrigos ill 
fate would have it that this fatal ad- 
venture was reſerved for him. He had 
choſen very: reſolute men to enter with 
him into:that. Cave ; but they had not 
gone very. far, when the Torches they. 
had being extinguiſh d, the greater part 
fled a away, .out of a pannick fear which 
ſcizd them, of a terrible Hobgoblin 
they faid they ſaw. The King in great an- 
ger caus'd other Flambeaux to be light- 
ed which he had causd to be made on 
purpoſe, after a particular manner, that 
ſo the air of the Cave might not put 


them out : With this light he entred . 


the firſt of all, and without ſhewing 
wt fear , tho. penn he was not

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. exempt from a little; hardly had he 
gone ſome ſteps, but that he found 
himſelf in a beautiful Room, enrich'd 
withasdelicateSculptures asthoſe we ſee 

in the greateſt Palaces : In the midſt of 

this great Room was a Brazen Statue, 
with a fierce poſture, plac'dupon a Pil- 

lar three Cubits high, holding” in its 

* Mecmah. hand a ® Battel-Axe, with which it 
ſtruck the Farth from time to time, 

and fo ſtrongly, that there was reafon 

to believe it to be partly the violent 
agitation it occaſioned in the air, by 

the blows it gave, that made the great 
noiſe that was heard at their en- 
trance. = " 

Rodrigo, tho a little ſtartled, did not 
however loſe Courage ;* and began to 
conjure this Phantome; : telling' him, 
That he did not pretend to commit any 
Diſorder in the place of his abode, and 
that he would go his ways as ſoon as 
he had ſeen all its Wonders. 

He had no ſooneruttered theſe words, 
but the Statue left off beating the Earth. 
The King and his Attendants being a 
little encourag'd, moſt carefully viſited 
all the corners of that great Room. 
On the Left hand of the Statue they 
ew theſe words written on the Wall,

Turning to the 
Right, he found nothing better, for

Upon the back of 
the Statue was written theſe words in 
Arabick, To my Succours : and upon its 
Breaſt theſe, 7 4o »y Duty, 

I forgot to ſay that at the entrance of 
this Room there was a kind of round 
Fat, like a Bowl; trom whence there 
iſſued a kind of ipout, whoſe ſurging 
made a hideous murmur. 

After having well confidered all 
theſe things, and caus'd the Inſcriptions 
of them to be taken in a Table-book ; 
the. King went, away. very much di- 
ſturb'd, and very- peeviſh ; and had no 
ſooner turn'd his back, but that the 
Statue fell again to ftriking the ground, 
aſter its uſual manner. The King caus'd 
this Cave to be {hut up again more care- 
fully than before, and. had: its. entrance 
ſtopp'd with Earth, that ſo none thence» 
forward might enter therein, forbid- 
ding all his Attendants to make the 
leaſt mention of this Adventure, by: rea- 
ſori of the terrour that ſo ill a preſage

The Night following Crys were 
heard, that waywards, like to thoſe 
that People make when they are fight- 
iogs and after a Clap, that made a 
mighty hurly burly, this old Tower 
funk; and all people were amazed 
the next day to find no more footſteps 
of it, than if all they had feen before 
had been only a Dream. 

The King having aſſembled the Wiſe 
men of his Kingdom, to demand of 
them the Explication of all he had ſeen : 
They found that the Brazen Statue, 
with its perpetual motion, fignifyed 
Time, that was oblig'd never to ſtop, 
as was noted by the Inſcription it had 
upon its Breaſt. "That that which was 
on the Back fignifyed, that in the ſe- 
_ of time, Spain ſhould be conquered 

y the Arabians: That of the: Walls 
prefaged, The loſs of his Kingdom, and

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Such an Explication gave no little 


anxiety to Rodrigo, and to ſuch of his 


People as heard it. They all lift up 
their Eyes to: Heaven, well ſeeing that 
it was from God alone that they could 
hope for any ſuccours. For tho they 
had news that Tariff and Count Fulian 
were returned into Africa, this was not 


capable of re-afſuring the King againſt 


ſo many intimations of the anger of 
Heaven. Whereupon he-began to or- 
der the re-ereing all the Fortifications 
he had causd to be demoliſh'd ; and 
had Proclamation made throughout 
his Kingdom, that the People ſhould 
take up again the Arms he had for- 
bidden, and exercize themſelves there- 
in, as before. He refolv'd alſo to quit 


Toledo, and go make his reſidence at 


Cordoua ; that fo he might be nearer 
the place, from whence apparently all 
the Miſchief Was to come, and thereto 
apply Remedies the more cafily.

— being returned into Africa, much 
fatisfy'd with their Voyage, were there 
admirably well received by the Vice- 
roy ; and after having among them- 
ſelves concerted the means of effeting 
their Deſign, it was reſolved, Thar 
this Captain and this Count ſhould 
both go to Almanzor's Court, to com- 
municate to him, and render him' a 
faithful and an exact account of all they 
had done,and of the. propitious Diſpoſi- 
tion wherein they had found the People

ſelves conſidered things more nearly. 
Whereupon having cauſed a Ship to 


F be fitted out, and hoving provided 
3 themſelves with all Neceſfaries ® , as * 52, 
& well for their Subſiſtance, as for their Martial 


Safety ; after having weather a furi- 
ous Storm, they at length arrived hap- 
pily in Arabia, where having prefented 
he receiv'd 
them as well as they could wiſh, and 
had them lodg'd and treated with all 
their Train, ' and all the Souldiers they 
had brought along with them. Zarif 
in 2 few days after his arrival, had a 


long audience of A/manzer ; in- which, 


after having given him: an account of all 
he had done for his ſervice, he promisd 
him, That if he would do him! the ho- 
nour to ſend him back into Spazn, and 
rely upon him for the Conqueſt of ſo 
great a Country, he would ſubdue it 
ina little time to his Obedience. "The 
Confidence with which this great Cap- 
tain ſpoke, had ſo mnch power over 
Almanzor's mind, that he immedia » 
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ly causd his Council to afſemble; with 


it, ſtill more particularly to examine all 


the Difficulties that might be met with 


in ſo great: an Enterprize, and all the 


means he proposd to bring it abour. 


Whereupon, this affair having been agi- 


tated with mature deliberation, and 
accordingly reported to the Emperour, 


| and debated anew again in his preſence. 


At laſt the Conqueſt of $paiz was re- 
folv'd on, and the rumour of the De- 
claration of War againſt the King Don 
Rodrigo ſpread immediately throughout 
the whole extent of the Ca/zph's Empire. 
Tariff, who had already exerted his 


 Valour, as well as his Condud, in other 
_ occaſions, wherein he had acquird A/- 


manzor's eſteem, and that of all the Ara- 


 bians ; knowing the Country better 


than any man, and having entred into 
ſtrict Engagements with Count Julzav, 
it would have been both injuſtice and 


imprudence to have taken from him 


the Command of the Army : For which 
reaſon he was at the fame time nomi- 
nated General, and theſe are the Let- 
ters Patents that were iſlued out to that 
intent. ;

ever hopes thoſe of his Council and 
Court would needs flatter him, he was 
not capable of receiving any Conſolati- 
on, ſo full had his Heart been of anxiety 
for ſome time , and pre-poſſeſsd- with - 
the ill Opinion he had-of the ſucceſs of 
this War. He was not wanting how- 
ever to uſe all poſſible Diligence, . and 
omitted nothing of what he. thought 
could help to free him out of fo great a 
danger, for he was but- too ſenſible, 
that he it was, particularly, that ſo 
LP. horrible a Tempeſt threatned. 

| Wherefore bo causd the Troops he 

had levy'd in all the Previnces of his 

Kingdom to advance from all Part, 
an 
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and gave them a general Rendezvouze 
at Cordona, where of late he kept his 
Court ; that ſo he might ſend them 
from thence to ſuch places as ſhould 
need them, and be the readier to take 
ſuch courſes as his occafions ſhould re:

What moſt 
afflicted General Tariff, was, that 
Prince Mahomet Gilhair, the King of 
Thunis Son, and Count Julian, - were 
both dangerouſly wounded in this 
action, and the later particularly of 
three great wounds. .On the other 
ſide, Rodrigo being paul'd by the oppo- 
ſition of the Enemies, found that all he 
had been thitherto able to do, was but 
a ſmall matter, and defponding of his 
being capable of doing any thing more 
hereafter, «he knew not what to deter- 


mine upon; and all the courſes pro- 


posd to him, ſeeming to him equally 
bad and dangerous, he choſe rather to 
leave the Deciſion of Fortune to the 
day following, than to wait it any lon- 
ger, having taken a ſtedfaſt reſolution 
to Conquer then or Dye. | 
Whereupon having marſhall'd all his 
Forces in the beſt order he could, heled 
them to the Enemies with great vigour, 
and was by them receiv'd with ſo much 
bravery and firmneſs, that there dy'd 
that day- fifteen hundred Foot, and 
two. hundred and fifty Horſe, of the 
Chriſtians, and fifteen hundred Moors, 
in all, as well Horſe as Foot, As - 
tne 
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the wounded, on both ſides, the nbm- 
ber of them fcatterd up and down, 
was ſo great, that they were not rec- LL 
kon'd . The Battel having been de- * 2fudmia, 
ferrd till the Wedveſday following, by ©: 
the conſent of both parties, it began 
again at break of day, but not with 
the fame obſtinacy. For in ſhort, Rod- 
rigo ſeeing his Men ſtagger, threw 
himſelf into the midſt of the fray, to 
re-1nſpire them with Courage, and did 
all he could to rally them ; but the de- 
| feat being abſofute, and without reme- | 

dy *, he forbid the few people he had 
about him, to follow him ; and he 
left his Camp:, withont its being 
known what became of him. 

All the Chri/#zans being thus, or dead, 
or priſoners, or- put to flight ; all rhe 
Riches of their Camp, wherein there 
was abundance, ' became the booty of 
the Conquerours. But 7arif, without 
ſuffering his Souldiers to trifle away 
their time in plunder, and without al- 
lowing them one days reſt, march'd 
direaly to. Cordova, which he took 
without its coſting him one man; and 
encampd all his Troops in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Town, in ſuch man- 


ner as he judg'd moſt fitting to refreih 
F 4 them 
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| them, after ſo many fatigues.; and to 


give the wounded time to be curd of 
their wounds. 
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CHAP. x. 


General Tariff, cauſes ſearch to 
be made through all the Coun- 
trey for D. Rodrigo, and pro- 
miſes great rewards to whom 


ever ſhall deliver him dead or 
alive into his hands. 
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Eves. Ariff racks for nothing, all 
theſe Battels he had won, ſince 
Rodrigo had eſcap'd him; and did not 
think Spazz was ever conquer'd, un- 
leſs he had him in his hands, For 
which reaſon, he had Proclamation 
made throughout his Army, That 
whoſoever, either Hoor or Chriſtian, 
ſhould deliver him up alive, or. dead ; 
*Inhen, he would not only grant * him great 
Promile: pranchizes aud Exemptions, but where- 
al withal to live at his eaſe the reſt of 
[i | his days. The hopes of ſuch great 
Fl 9410s, 
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gains, ſet ſeveral Chriſtians, Moors, and 
Renegadoes, upon the hunt, through- 


out all Andaloufia, to enquireafter the 


King. | 

At laſt, ſome of them queſting in 
the Mountains and Lands thereabouts, 
at a diftance ſaw a Shepherd in a very 
rich garb, being the ſame that unhap- 
py Prince was wont. to wear. With 
great joy did they run after him to 
catch him, and brought him immedi- 


ately to the General, who having. 


causd Count Fulian to come to view 
him, he was found to be a very ſimple 
and jgnorant Swain, from whom they 
could hardly get a word, and much 
leſs information of what they were in 
queſt. He told them he knew nothing 
elſe of what they demanded, but that 
as he was keeping his flock upon the 
Mountain where they had taken him, 
he had ſeen coming towards him, up- 
on a- Horſe very much tird, and that 
ſeem'd - out of Breath, a man, in the 
Cloaths he at preſent wore, who, with 
| a furious voice, and frightfut counte 
nance, had bid him pull oft forthwith 
a Coat lin'd with Sheep-skin he had 
then on ; that accordingly having ſtript 
himſelf immediately, he had _— 

| 1M 
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him to take thoſe fine Cloaths in lien 
of his own; and that having afterwards 
ask'd him if he had any thing to eat in 
his Scrip, he had given him a little 
Bread he had left. After which, the 
Unknown having taken his Crook , 


commanded him to come ſthew him 


the way ; which he did, putting him 
in a little path that went upwards, 
which he ſaw him mount, till he loſt 
ſight of him. | 

Tariff 'was not fatisfyd with this 
News, . for after having diſcoursd the 
People of the Country of the place 
where the Shepherd had ſeen Rodrigo, 
he underſtood he was gone towards 
Caſtile ; infomuch that he loſt hopes 
of. finding him, and bent his thoughts 
wholly upon taking all the advantages 
he might derive from his Victory. 

Queen Zahra Beneliaza was at Cor- 
doua, at the taking of that Town ; and 
tho ſhe” had time enough, before the 
Defeat of her Husband, to make her 
eſcape into Caſtile, ſhe had not done fo, 
either that ſhe had been furprizd by 
Tariff's Diligence, or for want of Re- 
ſolution, and improving her time; or 
rather, in ſhort, through the ul luck 
thoſe labour under, whom Fortune 
pro=

proſecutes , who are wont to want 
Council as well as all things. 

Tariff left her in her Palace, without 
ſuffering any one to enter therein, to 
commit the leaſt Diſorder ; he only 
made ſure of her Perſon as well as the 
Palace : And as this great City could 
not be kept without a great number of 
Troops, he thought fitting to leave 
there Prince Mahomet Gilhair, as well 
for the containing 'em in their Dury, 
as for the recovering his perfect health, 
for he was not yet well curd of his 
Wounds, nor recoverd from the fa- 


tigues of this War. He plac'd about 


this Prince the Moor, Abulcacim Hadil- 
bar, to aſſiſt him with his Council in 
Military Expeditions, in caſe fuch oc- 
caſions ſhould be offer d ; and after ha- 
ving given his Orders, he divided his 
Troops into two equal Armies, one of 
which he left to the Vice-roy Maca , 
to go into the Weſtern part of Andalou 
fta, and took the other to go into the 
more Southern, call'd Grezada; 1o to 
leave nothing behind them, when they 
 hada mind to enter into the Province 
of Caſtile,. which is ſeparated from 4» 
daloufia on the Eaſtern ſide by a great 
Deſfart, composd of Mountains and 

Lands, 
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Lands, which the Spanzards call Serra 
Morena, This Reſolution being taken, 
thoſe two Generals directed their March 
each his own way, and Mahomet Gil- 


hair ſtaid with Queen Zahra.

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CHAP. XL 
The Amours of Mahomet Gilhair 


with the Queen, who induces 
him to turn Chriſtan , and 
then Marries him. 


Efore they departed from Cordova, 
Tariff fail'd not to do what is com- 
monly done by Conquerours ; who 
change the manner of the Government 
of the Cities they take, and there E- 
ſtabliſh ſuch Laws as they pleaſe. He 
ſeizd on the great Church, and of fome 
others which he turn'd into Moſchs ; 
leaving ſome to the Chriſtzans, for the 
Exerciſe of their Religion. And after 
having caus'd great Fortifications to be 
made around that Town, which he 


conſ{ider'd as the Metropolis of w__ ; 
| 16 
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he particularly encharg'd Prince G:/hair 
to have great reſpect for Queen Zahra 
Beneliaca, and ſo to order matters, 
that ſhe might be as little as poſlible 
ſenſible of *her Captivity ; repreſent- 
ing to him, that being by Nation an 
Arabian, and a near Relation of Alman- 
zor,, his Maſter; ſo nigh that Mahomer 
Abnehedim, her Father,had ſhard Africa 
with him; they ought all to treat her 
as their real Queen, to endeavour to 
make her again eſpouſe the Manners 
and Religion of her Forefathers ; which 
there was a likelihood ſhe weuld not 
find it a difficult matter to reſolve on, 
ſceing ſhe muſt needs be inclin'd there- 
to, by the ſentiments of Nature. The 
Unfortunate Gzlhair did but too faith- 
fully acquit himſelf of this Commilſi- 
on ; for he ſaw her ſo often, and ren- 
der'd her ſo many ſervices, that as ſhe 
was Young: and Beautiful, and he Gal- 


lant and Witty, he became deſperately 


in Love with her. Nothing now but 
Feaſts and Merriments at Cordoua, he 
daily invented ſomething new to di- 
vert and pleaſe her, and his thoughts 
were wholly taken up in making her a 
thouſand- preſents, wherein there was 


ever as much gallantry as magnificence : 
As

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As he had all the conveniency of ſeeing 
her he could deſire, the reſpe& he bare 
her, had long hinder'd him from decla- 
ring his paflion to her. But this at 
length being become the ſtrongeſt, he 
could not forbear giving her to under- 
ſtand, in a thouſand converſations he 
| had with her, that if ſhe would again 

eſpouſe the Religion in which ſhe had 
been brought up, he would bring her 
back into her own Countrey, with the 
Crown of 7hunis, which he would put 
upon her Head, inſtead of that of Caft:/e, 
which ſhe had loſt. Every time he 
diſcoursd her upon this point, ſhe pre- 
tended ſhe did not underſtand him ; 
but he imagin'd it to be an uneaſineſs 
of hers, in ſuffering a Declaration of 
Love, that hinder'd her from anſwering ; 
and that he had to vanquiſh rather her 
modefty than her averſion. At length, 
they two only being together one day, 
and he thinking her diſpos'd to be more 
favourable to him, he threw himſelf ' 
at her feet, and conjur'd her not to 
leave him any longer in the uncertain- 
ty of his good or evil fortune ; and at 
laſt, reſolve upon pronouncing the 
word that was to give him his death, 
or to render him happy all his lite long:

The Queennot hating him, would not 
fuffer him any longer to flatter himſelf 
with vain hopes: Wherefore ſhe de- 
clard to him, ſhe was refolvd to live 
and dye in the Faith * ſhe had embrac ; © Hom, 
but that if the deſire he expreſsd to her 
of marrying her, was as ſtrong as he 
would fain perſwade her, and if he 
imagin'd it ſo eafie a matter to change 
Religion, he would find no difficulty 
in doing for her, what he propos'd to 
her, to do for him ; that inſtead of preſ- 
ſing her to turn Mahometan, he needed 
only to turn Chriſtian; and that upon 
this condition, ſhe would conſent to a 
match, wherein there was nothing un- 
worthy of her Royal extraction *.

home very. penfive,but he was not capa- Royal. 
ble to reſiſt his paſſion long. They were 
neither of them in a place to ſolem- 
nize this Marriage, which was quickly 
agreed on ; and the junEture of times 
was not propitious : For which reaſon, 
the Princeſs caus'd one of her * Religi- 
ous to come, Without the leaſt notice he ar 
being taken out, and marry her in pri» ous. © 
vate with the Prince, after he had bap- 
tizd him. The Ceremonies were per- 
ftorm'd with all poſſible ſecrefie *, and ,,,,- 
Gilhair convert. 
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Gilhair and Zahra enjoy'd their As 
mours peaceably for ſome time, cate- 


. fully concealing the Images they ador'd 


in private. But they could not -keep 


_ their intelligence io ſecret, but that it

was diſcover'd by one of the Queens 
Ladies, in whom ſhe confided : She 
was born in Arabia, of the number bf 
thoſe that had been throwg upon the 
Coaſts of Spain, with the Queen, and 
who with her were converted. This 
Woman, call'd S:gebeſte, having been 
perſwaded * by ſome Moors, had beta- 
ken herſelf again to her ancient Reli- 
gion ; infomuch, that having ſeen 
Mahomet make profeſſion of Chriſtiani> 
ty with the Queen, in her Palace; 
ſhe reſfolv'd, tho with trouble, to in- 
form Abulcacim Adilbard how matters 
went, whom Z7arif had left with that 
Prince, in all things to aſſiſt him, with 
his Council. Aldi/bar was extreamly 
afflicted at the tydings, and would by 
no means believe the leaſt ont for a 
long time ; imagining this Woman 
might perchance, have a grudge to the 
Prince, for ſome particular reaſon *. But 
making reflexion upon the greatneſs 
of the paflion he had long obſervd 


this Prince have for the Queen , 
he 
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he began to believe him capable of 
all. 

He had then the curioſity, to fathom 
the thing, without making ſem- 
blance of ought ; and knew at length 
ſo well to obſerve his ations, that 
without the Queens ſuſpeCting_ it, he 
diſcoverd all that had paſs'd between 
them. When he was throughly aſfur'd, 
he went to the Army, where he ac- 
quainted 7ariff, with the particulars of 
this Imrigue. 

Tariff was ſurprizd and perplex'd at 
the fame time, . for he conſiderd that 
Mahomet Gilbazr being no Vaſſal of Al- 
manzor, but the Son of a Prince as Po- 
tent as himſelf, and his Ally, who 
came to aſſiſt him voluntarily with his 
Forces in this War * ; however, juſt the * 746, 
reſentment that pale to be had againſt ——_—_— 
hitn for ſo great a raſhneſs, it might be 2 
attributed to ſome jealouſie, or to ſome 
particular ill will, which might make 
him incurr the Disfavour of his Maſter. 
Wherefore he: contented himſelf with 
ſending Adilbar back to Cordova, with 
a reinforcement of - Troops, to confine 
the Queen, Prince Mahomer, and all 
thoſe he ſhould believe to have had a 
hand in his evil deſigns * ; and gave #.xg omg 
5-4 - 6G him complices, 
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"Hair, 
ſuſpicion, 
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him order to take an exadt Information 
of all, and to fend it him with all dili- 
Fence. 2: 

As ſoon as Adilbar was return'd, he 
carefully executed the orders he had 


'brought ; after having ſeizd on the 


Perſon of the Queen of Spazn, of the 
Prince of Thums, and of the Religious 
that had Baptizd him ; he ſent what 
he had diſcover'd to Tariff, who imme- 
diately gave notice of it to the King of 


 Thums, by a Courier, who carry'd 


him the Proceſs that Adi/bar had caus'd 
to be made againft his Son, leaving it to 
him to decree thereupon, according to 

his good pleafure. 2 
The Proceedings of this General, 
were found very Wiſe, and very Pru- 
dent ; by this means, he ſcreen'd tim- 
ſelf fromall ſuſpicion*,cnvy and jealoufie, 
and diſcharg'd himſelf from the odium 
he might have incurrd by the Death 
of this Young Prince : For, afſoon as 
his Father was inform'd of his Impiety, 
he wrote to his men to put him to 
Death, without waiting for further or- 
ders. The Courier having brought 
his diſpatches to Tarif, while that he 
was in the Province of Grenada , the 
General being not permitted to quit 
: TRE 
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the War he had in thoſe Parts ; ſent an 
abſolute Power to Adzlbar, with: all 

his Forces, to ſee this Execution done; 

and to make an Exemplary puniſhment 

.of all thofe that were found accom- 

plices of ſo black a buſineſs. 

_ Adilhar having receivd Tarif's 

'  Commilſion *, and that of the King * 47; 
| of- Thyuis, caus'd the Proceſs to be re- Pins 
view d againſe Zabra apd Mahomet, 
and had them fetcht out þ7 Prifon, one 
Friday morning, to conduct them be- 
fore An Principal Church of Cordoaa, 
where there is a good handſome Place. 
There he exhorted * them to renounce *Muakin; 
the Law of the Chriftzans, if they were - ak 
willing to fave their Lives. But they 
would in no wife confent thereto ; and 
declard that they rather choſe to ſuf- 
fer the Death with which they were 
threatned, and which they were ready 
to receive, than renounce the Faith 
they had Embracd. Adi/bar , both 
furprizd and provok'd at this obſtina- 
cy, causd them all three to be behead- 
ed ; and their Bodies were a long time 
abandon'd in the place, in the midſt of 
the dirtz from whence they were tas 
ken by the Chriftiavs, who'bury'd them 
the beſt to their ability, tho n not aceord- 
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ing- to-.the Eranceur. of their: La

in the Executing his Commands; his 
Souldiers- ſeeing themſelves in a Land 
of Conqueſt, did not however retrain 
from committing ſome Inſolencies.

entred the Country, and had been its 


Hrſt Governour, this little Province 


was from this time call'd by his name.

This General having now totally re- 
duc'd thoſe parts that fell to his lot, 
re-aſſembled all his Forces to return to 
Cordoua, by the ſame way he came; 
with a Deſign to rejoin Mfwuce, after 
that to enter both together, and with- 
out any longer delay, into the Province 


of Caftle. 
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CHAP, XIIL 


The Conqueſts of Muca, and his 
return t0 Cordoua. 


T the ſame time that General 7a- 
riff began his march, 'to lead his 
Army towards the Kaj? and South, in- 


SI 


to the Province of Grenada, as we | 


have ſaid, the Vice-roy Maca went to 
lead: his towards the Weſt, into the 
Province which the Natives of the 
Country call Axdaloufia, from the 
name of certain People, that formerly 
inhabited it, call'd Yaudals. He march'd 
at firſt againſt Carmona, a ſmall Town 
indeed, but well fortify'd ; where ſe- 
veral Chriſtians had taken refuge, m_ 
a 
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all the Burroughs, ' and*all the -V1l- } 
lages of that Country, which they had | 
forſaken at Muca's Approach ,'\ and 
where they had ſtord themſelves with ; 
all ſorts of Ammunitionand Proviſions, {| 
that ſo they might defend themſelves ; 
as long as poſſible they could. 

The Vice-roy having block'd it up | 
on all ſides, the Beſieged refolvd to | 
make a- Sally out of the ſtrongeſt of | 
their Gates, and with the beſt men 
they had, to ſee if there was any poſ- 
fibility of defeating their Enemies , 
before they had better fortified tham- 
ſelves. 

Wherefore on the morrow at break 
of day, having taken Arms, and en- 
couraged one another to do well, they 

_ attack'd the Moors Camp with ſo much - 
Bravery, and in ſuch good order, that 

. they kill'd three hundred of them be- 
fore they could know, and put them- 
ſelves in a poſture of Defence, and re- 
turn'd into the Town, having loſt but 
five and twenty on their ſide. 

This ſucceſs having puft up their 

Hearts, they would needs ſee the day 
a 1:h1,; following, if Fortune ® would be as fa- 
Zogle, vourable to them. But having found 
Fortune £1& Moors upon their Guard, they were _ 
try'd. | received

received 2 little more ſmartly than the 
day -before, and- conſtrained to return 
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Into the: ' Town faſter than they came 


thence. - The' Moors -purſu'd them ſo 
cloſely, that the Governour of... Carme- 
a tearing that by. opening the Gates 
to: receive them, ' the Enemies would 
enter pell-mell with them, and.ſo make 
themſelves maſters of the Place; he 
foynd;it more expedient to let the. few 


Chriſtians that were without to: be loſt, 


than to.loſe the Town in endeavouring 
to ſaye them ; and forbid the-opening 
to: them . the Gare, : he feard it would 
be.noJonger -in his power to ſhut, 

. The. Chri/tians 'ſeeing the Reſolution, 
their Goyernour. had. taken,; all on 
the ifudden took a.very generous one ; 


for: having all engag'd rather to dye- 


like Men of Courage, than be made 
{laves,. they. fac'd.about upon thoſe that 
purſued them, and fighting like Deſpe- 
rate People, kill'd eight hundred of 
them, and puſh'd on into the midſt of 
Muca's Camp, where »they : were all 
kill'd: upon the ſpot, or taken - Priſo- 
ners, without ſo much as one of them 
eſcaping. Muca being very much ens» 
rag'd at theſe two bad ſucceſſes, aſſem- 
bled the Principal Officers to hold a 

Council 
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The Conqueſt of Spain 
Council of War, wherein it was -re- 
foly'd on the morrow morning to 
make @ General attacque. The Lad- 
ders were ſet up againſt the Walls; and 
the Moors mounted them with great 
Reſolution : 'On the. other fide, the 
Beleaguerd defended themſelves with 
great firmneſs, Killing and Topfy-tur- 
vying thoſe that , mounted. Among 
others, the Governour of the Phee, 
e2ll'd Galo, did then perform Heroick 
Actions; for he alone, with two men 
he had with him, defended a whole 
Courtine, from one Tower to another, 
which he had undertaken to maintain 
and. with a Crofs-bow, killd or 
wounded for his own part that day 


_ himſelf alone fourſeore Moors. This 


Conflidt. laſted from Noon till Night, 
and in it the Vice-roy loſt fifteen hun- 


dred men; whereas the Befieged, 'as 


we were afterwards inform'd, loft but 
three hundred. : 
The time and men Muca loſt be- 
fore this Place,” made him reſolve, for 
the rendring himſelf maſter of it, to 
try another way than that of force , 
which he had ſped fo ill in thitherto. 
Whereupon he ſent to fummons the. 
Beſieged to furrender, offering not - 
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to ſpare their Lives, but to grant 
them great Priviledges, it they made 
their Compoſition ſooner than. later. 
This Propoſal causd the Beſieged to 
open their Eyes, and the Principal of 
them aſkembling to confer with their 
Governour; they concluded, that tho 
they ſhould ſtill hold out for a while, 
their * Proviſions would at Jength fail 
them, and their Souldiers would di- 
miniſh ; that all that Province was al- 
moſt fubdu'd, that they" could not ex- 


. pe ſuccours from any body , that 
_ thus ſooner or later they would be a 


Prey to the Vidorious : * For which 
reaſon, they made anſwer, 'That they 
were content to open him the Gates of 
theirCity,provided he would fuffer them 


to depart thence with their Wives and 


Children, and all they had of Money, 
Arms and Baggape, and generally all 


_ things whatever that they could carry 


along with them, whither they pleas'd, 
with full freedom. 

All that they required was granted 
them, bating the Baggage; upon which 
they were told, That they might only 
carry away with them, what they 
could load upon a hundred Waggons; 
with which they . were _—

Thus all ' the Chriſtians 'departed, and 
went to another City near. the Sea,call'd 
His pala in their Tongue, -while that 
Maca, after having plac'd a: Governour 
there, with ſome Souldiers, for. its 
Guard, decamp'd forthwith. to: march 
towards a very-great and populous Ci- 
ty, which the Spanzards in their Tongue 
\ call Merida... * Ot. © 

In this Town there was a very brave 
ChrifFian Governour, and-as he Signa- 
l1zd himſelf in this Siege, and therein 
perform'd Adtions worthy of Praiſe, 
he well deſerves that I ſhould dwell a ' 
little longer upon the Relation. of his 
Performances. 73792 abs: 
* This Governour, call'd Sa/ara, ſeeing 
the havock made by the Moors Army 
| In the Countries where it paſyd; cdusd 
all the Chriſtzans-in the Neighbourhood 
of Merida to retire into thit Town, 
with their Wives and Children, and 
causd them to bring along with them, 
all the Victuals there was in the 
Country ; where having left only what 
could not be remov'd, he himſelf fent 
ſome to burn all the Villages there- 
abouts, and to make ghavock threugh- 
out all the Country, that ſo when the 
Moors ſhould come thither, they might 
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by the Moors; | 
find rfothing left. He did not content 
himſelf with this, he causd all the Wa- 
ters to be poyſon'd, and having em- 
ploy'd all the Peaſants, he caus'd 'em to 
work upon the Fortifications of the 
Town : He repaird its Walls, its Bat- 
tlements and Parapets: And having 


causd a Review to be. made of what 


men he had in a condition to fight, he 
found 'em five thouſand ſtrong, whom 


he diſtributed into the Towers, and. 


other Places he judg'd convenient. 
Things were in this poſture when the 
Vice-roy drew near the Place, and ha- 
ving block'd it up on all ſides, began 
by ſending to Summons Salars to Sur- 


render, otherwiſe that he would put 


all that were in it to the Sword. 

But the Governour having made 
him Anſwer, That he might do as he 
pleasd ; That the Mercy of God was 
greater than his Forces, and that it at- 


torded him more Confidence than all 


his Threatnings gave him Fear. 

Muca being provok'd at this Refuſal, 
causd all things to be prepar'd for the 
making the Aſſault. The next day 
the Moors being mounted to the Sea- 
lade, were-there receiv'd, and vigo- 
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rouſly repuks'd by - the Beleaguer'd, by . 
H 


means 
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means of the great order, with which 
they ran to tne * relief of one another 
upon occaſion. The Attack laſted the 
whole day, wherein the Beſtegers loſt 
fix hundred Men, and the Beſieged on- 


ly fifty ſeven. But the Moors having 


renew'd the fight the next morning at 
break of day, that they might afford 
the Beſieged no reſpite it was fo ob- 
ſtinate and furious, that the Town 
had like to have been taken at unawares. 
The Moors having already got to the 
top of the Wall, and being ready to 
leap into the Town, when that Salare, 
who went to all the places that had 
need of his Succours, running thither 
Juſt in the nick, tumbled them down 
from the topof the Walls, and by this 
means deliverd Merida, that but for 


him had been now taken ; obliging - 


the Beſiegers to retire with the loſs of 


eight hundred men, whereas he had 
loſt but abont three hundred. 


The Vigour the Chriſtians had exert- 


ed in theſe two Conflicts, did a little 
cool that of the Vice-roy, who refolv'd 
to quarter all his Army round the 
place, and ſee if he could not take it by 


Famine. Salaru having perceivd his 


Deſign, made a very exact review - 
a 


\ 
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all that was in the Town, that he might 
more duly ſee how long his Viduals 
could laſt. He found there to be ſeve- 
ral uſeleſs Mouths, in Women, Chil- 
dren, and Old Men, that were paſt 
bearing of Arms, and yet conſum'd the 
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Proviſions, that began already to di- - 


miniſh, tho there had been as yet but 
thirty days Siege, and that they had 
laid up great ſtores before-hand. He 
alſo ſaw it to be impoſſible for him to 
hold out much longer, and not being 
ſtrong enough to ſtir out of the enclo- 
ſure of the Town to fight the Enemies, 
he bethought himſelt of employing 
Stratagem, to endeavour to make them 
raiſe the Siege. Wherefore he ſent 
to Muca, That he was miſtaken, if he 
thought, by Famine, to force him to 
Surrender : that he had ſtill Bread 
enough for above ten years; and to 
make good his words, he caus'd a world 
of Baskets full of Loaves, to be thrown 
from off the Walls. 

This Complement bad like to have 
made Muca run mad, and he made no 
anſwer to it but by a General Aſſault, 
which laſted a whole day, with great 
vigour on borh ſides: for there fell 
above five hundred Moors, withour 

H 2 reckoning, 
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reckoning - Captain Aliculeyman , who 
was very much wounded, which ex- 
tremely affiited Muca. It coſt the Be- 
fieged little leſs, who alſo loſt in this 
occaſion four hundred men. But Maca 
having been oblig'd to cauſe the Retreat 
to be ſounded, by reaſon of the night, 
the next morning he ſent a Trumpeter 
to the Governour, to ſignifie to him, 
That he had made an Oath, and ſworn 
by the moſt high God, that it the Be- 
leaguerd delay'd Surrendring any lone» 
ger, they ſhould aiter this, all tono pur- 
poſe tmplore Iis Mercy. 
 Salaru heving ſtraitways aſſembled 
the principal men of the Town, gave 
them in a little time a very exact ac- 
count of the ſtate of the place; and aft- 
ter having made them apprehend the 
neceſiity they were in of all things, and 
the Jittle likelihood he ſaw of being Re- 
levd, they all agreed to Surrender, 
but upon the moſt advantageous Con- 
ditions they could get : Infomuch that 
they made him anſwer; That they 
would willingly put the Place into his 
hands, provided he would ſuffer them, 
they, their Wives and Children, with 
their Arms and Baggage, to go to what- 
ever City of the Chri/tzans they ſhould 

pleaſe 3 
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pleaſe ; that all thoſe that were minded to 
ſtay, ſhould not. receive any ill treat- 
ment, nor be conſtrain'd to quit their 
Religion. Muca agreeing to all theſe 
Articles, and having been induc'd to 
Sign *em, and ſwear in the Name of 
the Caliph his Maſter, never to act 
to the contrary, conceiv'd ſuch an e- 
ſteem of the Bravery. and Fidelity of 
this Governour, and. of his ability to 
take his Precautions, that he tool a 
Scimitar of great value he had at his 
Girdle, and himſelf put it on his fide, 
faying, That the Valour with which he 
had fav'd his People from 1ſo great a 
Danger, merited a thouſand times more 
Honour than he did him. 

Salaru having given him the Keys of 
the Town, where the Rifi-raff only 
ſtaid, he took all thoſe along with him 
that were minded to follow "him, with 
whom he went on Shipboard, to waſt 
ore to the neareſt Iſſands of that Coalt, 
that he might not ſee the Ruine of his 
Country,and ſo ſhelter himlelf from the 


ſervitude ® of the 4rib7ans, under which *.9 


ION 


he foreſaw that all Spain was going to er 


be reducd. 
The Vice-roy of Africa was over- 
joy'd at the taking of this great City, 
oo Lut 


uTbar, 
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but could not ſtay there long, for .* 
that there was no ſubſiſtance to be got f 
out of the Country , that had been 
forſaken by the People, who had all 
taken refuge in the Province, call'd in 1 
. the Spaniſh Tongue Caſtile, and had left 3 
this Country deſert. For which reaſon, 4 
after having put a Garriſon into the J 
Place, he causd all his Troops to ; 
march towards Hſpalis. They were _ 
not gone far, when that his Scouts 
came to give him notice, that the 
world of People that had taken refuge 
there, had occaſion'd ſuch a Contagi- 
on, that the mortality was general. 
This News put a full flop to his Ca- 
reer that way ; and the fear he was in 
of cauſing his Army to periſh, made 
him return to Cordoua, to rejoin Zarif, 
who had ſignify'd to him, he was al- - 
ready on his way from Grenada thither, 
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CHAP. XIV. 


The Conjunfion of the two Gene- 
rals, and their entrance into 


Caſtile. 


Heſe two Generals, being return'd 
from their Expedition , after 
having each on his ſide acquird much 
Honour ; did for a long while hold 
Council what courſe to take, for the 
finiſhing the abſolute Conqueſt of 
Spain; tor which they had receiv'd pre- 
ciſe orders from A/wmayuzor. During 
that time, the Souldiers being put into 
good Quarters, recover d themſelves 
of the Hardſhips of that War. The 
Officers repair'd their Equipages, which 
ſo long a march had ruind ; and the 
Commiſſioners not only receivd all 
the new Proviſions that were come to 
them from Africa, but had alſo gather'd 
up on all ſides, all- that was neceſlary 416.7, 
for the Invaſion of Caſtile, according TIER 
to the reſolution they had taken. tes. 
At laſt, the two Armies that now | 
| H 4 made 
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made but one Body, being decamp'd 
.in the beſt order imaginable, march'd 
ſmall days journeys, along a great Ri- 
ver, which having its courſe towards 
the Setting Sun, croſſes that Province ; 
and after having waſh'd the Walls of 
Cordoua, at a great diſtance lower 
falls into the Ocean. Thus ſtill on 
* Pan Cur- their Right leaving this River *, 
—_ which the Chriſtians call Betis, and 
oy the Arabs, Alguidalquibir z; the firſt 
Town they found in their Left was 
Dbeda , whoſe Inhabitants brought 
them their Keys, as not being in a 
poſture of making a Defence. 

Tariff having on pain of Death, 
forbidden any entrance into the Town, 
without Expreſs order; or in any wile, 
the injuring of People, that had 
thrown themſelves into his Arms, did 
there only leave one Captain Abencorbas, 
with ſome Souldiers, and leiſurely 
march'd to another Town, not three 

miles thence, call'd Bale. The Citi- 
Fi zens ſeeing that if they paus'd at fol- 
io lowing the Example of - &/beda, they 
ſhould but Exaſperate the Moors, and 

incur their [inevitable ruine, without 

\ any profit ; they ſent immediately to 
beicech this General, to hinder any 

De miſ- 
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miſchief from being done them by his 
Souldiers ; and in conſideration of that, 
they would not only furrender to him, 
but likewiſe preſent him with all ſorts 
of Vidtuals and Refreſhments for his 
Troops. 
Tariff very joyfully accepted their 
offers, and to manifeſt his Clemency 
to them, and the Diſcipline he caus'd 
his Army to obſerve, having for- 
bidden any one ſoever to enter therein 
without his order, he himſelf, one after 
the other, nominated al! thoſe he was 
williog ſhould accompany him thither, 
to the number of five hundred; with 
whom alighting, he took a turn round 
the Town, viſited all the Fortiftications, 
and left there a Natural African, calld 
Mahomet Abencorba, with a pretty 


ſtrong Garriſon, for its Preſervation.

He ſtaid no "longer there than he had 


done at 24cda, aid purſu'd his way 
Northwards, acroſsa vaſt pile of Moun- 
tains, that ſeparate Andalouſta trom 
Caſtile, and ſtretch from the Medzter- 
rauean Sea to the Ocean, Thus having 
traversd twenty miles, or thereabouts, 
they are in breadth, he*deſcended into 
the Plains de la Manche, which the 
Arats call the Dry Fields * ; where ha- 
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vinggone near ſixty miles without meet- 
ing with any - body, all the People ha- 
ving quitted, and being retired into 
the heart of the Country ; he at laſt 
difcoverd a Town, which ſeem'd very | 
beautiful to him, and - much ſtronger | 
than all thoſe he had yet ſeen, and was | 
told that it was 7Zoledo, the Metropolis | 
of Caſtile, where the Chriſtian Kings had | 
in all times made their abode. Along | 
this City paſſes the famous River of | 
Zage, which alſo diſembogues into the 
Weſtern Sea. And here it was King 
Rodrigo had causd the Enchanted 
Tower to be open'd, whereof I have 
made mention -n the beginning, of this 
Hiſtory. 

Tariff having Encamp(d all his Troops 
in the Neighbourhood, with intention 
to Beſiege it, the Chriſtzans ſent to tell 
him, That they had no thoughts of 
holding out ; and that, provided he 
would ſufter them to enjoy peaceably 
what they had, and permit all thoſe 
that were ſo minded, to go where they 
plead, with their Families, and all 
their Baggage, they would pay him all 
ſort of Obediehce, and would be as 
faithful to him, as they had thitherto 
been to their King. 
This 
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This General having expected to 
have met with ſome oppoſition in this 
Place, was overjoyd it did not oblige 
him to any ſtop ; and ſwore folemnly 
in the Name of the Caliph Almanzor, 
his Maſter, for ever to obſerve the 
Conditions, on. which they would put 
the Keys of fo great a Town into his 
hands. He would needs alſo, for the 
maintaining it 1n the ancient Preroga- 
tive it had, of being the Capital City 
of ſo great a Kingdom, leave there, as 
Governour, one of his principal Offi- 
cers, call'd Mahomet Abenbamin, of the 
City of Damas, with the Quality of 
Vice-roy, and a Garriſon he judg'd con- 
venient. 

It 15 a thing ſomewhat aſtoniſhing to 
be remark'd, that in near a hundred 
and forty miles march, made by theſe 
two Generals, ſtill skirting the Sea of 
the Levant, and drawing Northwards, 


they found not one © living Soul *, till * acparue; 
they came to a Province call'd Arragoy, living 
in the midſt of which there is a City 


call'd Saragoza, where ſeveral Chriſtians 
had taken refuge, as well as in the 
Mountains next adjoyning, to ſhelter 
themſelves from the fury of the Moors. 
This City would needs ſtand out an 


- 
- 
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Aſfult, that was bloody ; after which 
it Surrendred upon very advantageous 
terms. Thus they ſtaid there only the 
time requiſite for the ſettling, as Go- |} 
vernour of all that Province, a Captain | 
of great Reputation, born in. Arabza, || 
call'd Iſmael Abenhut ; and reſolved to |i 
uſh their Arms further , and even |! 
beyond the Mountains the Chri/tzans | 
call the *Pyrenees, which ſeparate | 
the Kingdom of Spain from. that of | 
Prance. 
They are very rugged and high; 
and the Chriſtians were faid to be re- | 
tired thither, with a reſolution of ma- 
king a ſtout Defence. Nevertheleſs | 
they advanced there about twenty | 
miles, without meeting with any Res | 
fiſtance ; inſomuch that the Generals | 
having made reflexion that their Ma- 
ſter having only given them order to 
Conquer Spain, and France being a great 
Kingdom, wholly difterent, and wholly 
ſeparate, it would be exceeding their 
Power, to puſh on their Invaſion upon 
it. And ſeeing their Troops wearied 
with fo long a March, and much dimi- 
niſhd by all the Garrifons they had been 
oblig'd to leave in the Towns they had | 


taken; they reſolv'd to go no —

and remitting the Conqueſt of Praxce + 
till another time, they thought it more 
convenient to returninto Caſtzle, to give 
the neceſiary orders for theconſervation 
of what they had taken,and the reduQti- 
on of what they had ſtill left to take.

The March of the two Generals 
towards Valentia and Murta, 
and their Return to Cordoua. 


HE two Generals taking the 
& Field again with their Forces, 
upon their departure from Arragon, 
bent their march towards the Zaf, 
and continued it without any ſtay, to 
a great Plain, in the midſt of which 
is a great City, enclosd with good 
Walls; whence you have a Proſpect 
of the Mediterranean Sea, that is but 
but four ſmall Leagues diſtant : All the 
Country adjacent is full of very delight- 
ful Gardens, Groves, and a world of 
Springs, which form the fineſt Land- 
Skip imaginable.

Tariff, before he would begin the | 
Siege, thought fitting to fend to fum» 
mon the Inhabitants to Surrender, as 
all the other Cities of Spain had done | 
in conſideration of which, he promis'd * 
to fuffer em to live in Peace, according | 
to their Law, and to hinder any 1njury | 
from benig done them. But the Trum- | 
peter coming near the City-gate, the | 
Centinel that was upon the Wall, with- | 
out hearkning to what he ſaid aloud, or | 
imparting it to the Governour, let fly. a | 
Bullet from a Stone-Bow at him, by. 
which the Trumpeter perceiving him- 
felf wounded, without ſtaying any 
longer, came flying to the Camp. Za- | 
riff being provok'd at the little regard 
they had for a man that came from him, 
took this affair, not only for a want of 
reſpect * to him, but for an infraction 
of all the Laws of War, and the Right 
of Nations, and gave order for the 
Attacking the Town on all ſides. 
| The next day the Governour, call'd 
Agros, having been inform'd of what 


the Centinel had done, was very much 


ſurprizd at this miſunderſtanding, and 
thought convenient to fend to make 
his excuſe to Tariff, and propoſe to him 


at the ſame time a Truce for three 
days;

days ; during which, they wou'd' fee 
to contrive the means of making their 
Capitulation. 

The Envoy of Yalence was kindly 
receiv'd by the General. The Truce 
was granted, and the Hoſtages having 
been agreed on, he went out of the 
Town with full power to treat on 
the behalf of the Beſieged, and came 
to 7ariff's Camp, with whom he a- 
oreed to defiver him the Town, on 
Condition, that all the Chri/#zaus that 
were minded to go thence, might have 
the freedom ſo to do, with their 
Wives and Children, and all their 
Goods, to whatever place they ſhould 
pleaſe to chooſe. As alſo that all 
thoſe that would ſtay there, might do 
it without being injurd in the leaſt. 
Tariff made no difficulty of granting 
them all they demanded, and of pro- 
miſing to obſerve what he granted in 
the name of Almanzor his Maſter. In 
conſideration of which, he made his 
entrance into that Town, and there 
left as Governour one of his Captains, 
a Native of Arabia Fzlix, namd 
Abubaxar. Xandalg, whom he plac'd 
there with a numerous Garriſon, to 
curb not only that Town, but the 

whole 
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whole Province depending on it. 

After having thus ſettled matters 
at Palence, Tariffand Muca, having bent 
their march a little more towards the 
South , entred the Province, by the 
Spaniards call'd Murtia ; where having 
met with no reſiſtance, they render'd 
themſelves Maſters of the Capital City, 
that goes by the ſame name. Finding 
it forſaken by the Inhabitants, and the 
Country very good, they refolv'd up- 
on ſettling there a part of the Souldiers 
of their Army, for the re-peopling it, 
and therein to put as Governour, 


Abraham Alexandri, by Nation an Afri- 


can. Theſe two Armies being by theſe 
means reduc'd to a very ſcanty num- 
ber, and by leaving ſo many upon 
the way, both for Guarding and Popu- 
lating all the Towns where they had 
paſsd, they return'd to Cordowua, to re- 


create: themſelves after the fatigues of 


this War. 
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CHAP. XVI 


The Order that Tariff left int 
Spain, before his Departure 
thence. 


H E Governiour of Cordoua, 

Abulxacim by name, knowing 
the coming of the two Generals, went 
out to meet them four Leagues from 
that Town, with all the Foot and Horſe 
in Arms he had, and accompany d 
them in the Triumphant Entrance they 
made into that Place. During the 
abode they had occaſion to make 


_ there, to recover themſelves aiter the 


Hardfhips of ſo long and painiul a 
War, they apply'd themſelves careſully 
to regulate the form of Government 
of the Countries they had Conquer, 
But above alt things, they judgd it in 
no wiſe ſafe for them, to ſuffer the 
Chriſtians to remain Maſters of fo con- 
fiderable a Town as Ziſpalis. I have 
noted in the beginning of this Hiſtory, 
that the Sicge of Hs Town had not 
cert 
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been undertaken, for fear of bringing 
the Peſt:lence into the Army : Where- 
fore a truity man was ſent on purpoſe 
into thoſe parts, to ſee how matters 
ſtood ; who having brought word back, 
That the Contagion was there more 
rife than ever, and that an infinite 
number of Perſons dy'd of it, it was 
judg'd requiſite to leave it ſtill alone, 
and that it would be ſufficiently de- | 
ſtroy'd by this Scourge of Heaven, |} 
without there being any need to infect 

it Iikewiſe with that of War. 

One thing on which they found 
themſelves oblig'd to think preferable 
to-all others, was to recompence Count 
Felian, for the great Services he had 
done to. Valid, They had promisd 
him to cauſe his Caſtle of Alzefrrees to 
be * Rebuilt, and to Repair and Re- 
eſtabliſh his other Lands and Lord- 
ſhips, that had been ruin'd by the 
paſſage he had given through them, to 
all the Forces that came out of Africa 
into Spaiy, Infomuch that they caus'd 
great ſumms of Money to be piven 
him, and granted great Franchizes and 
Priviledges to all his Relations and 
Followers. Whereupon he took his 


leave of them, to repair home to _ 
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all things again to Rights, and injoy, if 

he could, the Sweets of the Revenge he 
had taken of D. Rodrigo. 

After this, they fell in good earneſt 
to conſider of regulating and policying 
their new Kingdom, and of re-popula- 
ting that great Country that was be- 
come a Deſert, by the flight of all the 
Inhabitants. Wherefore ſeeing that 
the Moors they had leſt in Garriſon in 
the Cities and Burroughs where they 
had paſsd, had no Wives, tho they 
were all very Young, and. that it was 
impoflible. to furniſh them with 
enough from Africa, whence their Fa- 
thers and Mothers would never con- 
ſent to ſuffer them to depart ; they 
caus'd Proclamation ta. be made by 
found 6f ' Trumpet , throughout all 
Spain, That all the Chriſtian Women 
and Maidens, as well of the ancient 
Inhabitants, as of -whatever Nation 
they were, that were willing to be 
Converted, and Marry themſelves to 
the Conquerours , ſhould 'enjoy the 
fame Priviledges and Prerogatives which 
they enjoy'd before. They causd at 
the fame time, another Declaration 
fo be Publiſhed in favour of the 
Gentlemen, to whom they offerd 
FE 2 the 
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* Nah:c, 
Per{iwaſi- 
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the Dividend ' of the Conquer'd 

Lands. on 
This Publication in. a ſhort time, 
either out of. fear or intereſt, caus'd an 
infinite number of Chri{#zans to change 
their Religion, and the Women and 
Maidens to reſolve upon matching 
themſelves with the Moors. At that 
time was it that the Arch-biſhop of 
Oppas, who had been General of Ro- 
arigos Army, that Tariff had beaten 
and taken Priſoner in the ſecond Battel, 
that had been fought near the River 
Guadalete, as 1 have faid ;_ and the 
Arch-biſhop Toriſo, a very near Rela- 
tion of that Unhappy King, - abjur'd 
their Faith to * comply with Zariff and 
Muca. Theſe two new Moors , -to 
manifeſt their Zeal, and acquire till 
more credit than they had with the 
Generals, repreſented to them, that 
to hinder the Chri/tiaps from revolting 
for the future, or retrieving Courage 
with time, it was expedient , through- 
ly to clear all the Mountains,'on the 
Leſt Hand of Arragon, in Spaniſh call'd 
Biſcaye, ard the 4ſturies ; where they 
gave them notice that ſeveral Perſons 
of great Quality had made their. ;Re- 
treat with a great number of Souldiers; 
| | nay, 
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nay, and that there was at the head of 
them ſuch Perſons as were Princes of 
the Blood of Spazn, and D. Rodrigo's 
near Relations; without which their 
Conqueſt would never be ſecure. 

This advice jump'd wholly with 
Tariffs ſence, who gave immediate 
order to a 7artar, a very good Officer, 
Abraham le Sujari by name, to take 
ſix thouſand men of the Forces he had 
by him, and likewiſe to draw as ma- 
ny as he ſhould need out of the Garri- 
ſons of Caſtile, and to march with the 
two Renegado-Arch-biſhops, into the 
afore-mention'd Mountains. 

At that time a Young Prince, a Kinſ- 
man of the K. D. Rodrigo, call'd Pelage, 
was retir'd thither with a good number 
of reſolute men, that were willing to 
follow his Fortune : and as he was 
brave, and pretended to the Crown, 
all the Chriſtians that had taking refuge 
in the Mountains, had elected him 
King ; and certainly he made himſelf 
appear to be very worthy of that Su- 
pream Dignity. | 

General Abraham being come near ,.,,,.,., 
the Auſturies, and encamp'd in a place feg!, in 
calld Cangas by the Chriſtians, and 94” 
Which the Moors ſince nam'd the 7, "2 veep BY 
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118 The Conqueſt of Spain 
of War, thought convenient to fend the 
two Arch-bſhops to hum; having 
brought them along with him, that ſo 
being his Relations and Friends, they 
might the more eafily perſwade him 
to deſiſt from the Temerity of- his 
Enterprize; with orders to offer him 
ſuch Preſents, and propoſe ſuch advan- 
tages to him, as they ſhould judge con- 
venient, as well as to all the Chri/t:axs 
that ſhould be with him. Whereupon 
theſe Arch-biſhops being come into the 
Country, and. oftering to make this 
Propoſal to Pelage, he was ſo provok'd 
at them, that he had them ſeizd on, 
and both thrown from off the top of 
a Rock, into a River that was at the 
bottom. And as he had firſt been 1in- 
form'd by them of the Scituation of 
Abraham's Camp, and the number of 
his Forces, he aſſembled what men he 
had, and went to attack them that 
very ſame Night: And after having 
defeated the greateſt part of the Moors, 
he return'd into the heart of the Moun- 
tains without any loſs. Abraham not 
expecting this at a!!, and not ſeeing 
the return of the two Renegadoes he 
had brought along with him, fancy'd 
they had betray'd him; and with =

few men he had left, without making 
any longer ſtay, he return'd with all 
expedition to 7oledo, where he dy'd of 
Griet. - 

Tariff was very much troubled at 4!#1r, 
this bad ,event ; but having not then 2 
Troops ſufficient in one Body to go 
force the Aſturies, he contented him« 
flf with leading upon the frontier the - 
moſt men he could, that ſo he might 
hinder the Chri/t:ans of the Mountains, 
from coming to make Inroads upon 
the Moors, Then he reſolv'd upon 
ſending to Almanzor, his Maſter, a very 
exact Relation of all he had thitherto 
done, with the ſtate of all things in 
Spain, and to ask what was. his Pleaſure 
to have further done for his Service. 

As he was finiſhing his Diſpatches, he 
had a Letter brought him from Pelage; 
which Tranſlated out of Spani/h into . 
Arabick, 1s as follows.

All the Anſwer Almanzor made to 

this Letter, was, That 7ariff ſhould 
come himſelf to him into Arabza,to give 
him an account of the particulars of 
the Conqueſt ; ordering MHuca to return 
into his Government of Africa ; and 
ſending Ad:ilbar Letters Patents, as 
Vice-roy of all the Kingdom of Spazy, 
ordering all the particular Governours 
that had been left in the Towns, to 
whom he had ſent Commulſſions, to 
obey him in all things. 
, Theſe two great Captains having re- 
ceiv'd this order, paſs'd both into Africa 
immediately after; whence 7ariff went 
into Arabia; while Maca remain'd in his 
Government. 
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Pelage takes the City of Gixa 
from the Moors, and burns it. 
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q_ that Pelage had once vanquiſh'd 
the Moors, he did not doubt but 
that he could defend himſelf in his 
Mountains. All the Chriftzans of the 
Neighbouring Provinces repair to him 
after this Victory, flattering themſelves 
with the +hopes he might one day re- 
ſtore them to their Liberty. Till then 
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they did not believe there to have been 
any place in all Spaz», where they could 
ſhelter themſelves from the fury of thoſe 
Conquerors, for as: they had-not-'any 
Retreat where they could be in' ſafety, 
they ſuffer'd themſelves to be put into 
Fetters. | But the young People, that 
had no Wives, aud were moſt proper 
for Warfare, began to ,make their 
Eſcapes, by little: and little, out:of the 
Moors hands ; and-fteal away by night 
into- the Mountains, where Pelage had 
his abode, ſo:y0- put themſelves _— 
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his Prote&tion. Infomuch that in a 
ſhort time there was a2 pretty confide- 
rable Body of an Army aſſembled. 


Whereſore ſeeing that-General Abraham 


was Retreated into Caſtile, he refolv'd 
to make ſome attempt as might accrue 
to the Credit of his Party. 

With this Deſign, he drew together 
the moſt men he could, and made up 
a body of fix thouſand men, with whom 
he came to a ſmall City, call d Gixa by 


the Spantards, and by the Arabs . after 


they had taken it, 7 akla, Wherefore 
having block'd it up with this ſmall 
Army, few Moors were there that 


had hold, © Nevertheleſs they ſtood out 
fo obſtinately with . the Captain that 


commanded in the Place, that they

_ Pelage much fatisfy d with this ſmall 
Conqueſt, caugd it 'to be fortify'd, 
left there as Governour one'of his Cap- 
tains, :call'd Manuzes, and retired with 
his men into the heart of the Mountain, 
which the Chriſtians in their Tongue 
call Qviede. ' Tariff was much afflicted 
at. 


e xpected to be beleaguerd by Pelage, 
nn they did not 'think fo hardy as 


to budge” out of the Tenure where he 
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at this -bad ſueceſs. He then perceiv'd 
that the Revegado-Biſhops had well ad- 
visd him, when they would have in- 
ducd him to have renderd himſelf 
maſter of that nook of Land ; where- 
fore imagining that ſome miſchief 
would come on't ; after having given 
order to the Froops that were in thoſe 
parts to be ready, and fent word to 
Mahomet Abenramin, Governour of 
Toledo, to draw the moſt he could 
together. He alſo ſent him Troops 
from him, under one of his Captains, 
call'd Abenhamza; who carry d him an 
order to attack Pe/age. AlI rheir 


Troops being aſſembled, were found to 


make up a Body of twelve thouſand 
rood men, with whom Aberramin 
bent his march towards the North. 
Pelage making no doubt of getting the 
advantage this ſecond time as he had 
done the former, reſolv'd upon waiting 


_ the coming of the Enemy 1n that Town 


he had newly conquer'd, with about 
80e0 men he then had with him. 
While he was preparing to go re- 
ceive the Moors there, a Chriftian Re» 
negado gave him notice that his Cap- 
tain Manuzes, had made an offer to

Perſon. Pelage could not doubt of the 
truth of what he told him, when he 
had ſhew'd him a Letter he carry'd 
from that General to Manuzes, where- 
in was the whole train of the Conſpi- 
racy minuted againſt him. He high- 
ly entertain'd the Renegazo; and after 
having made him a world of Preſents, 
he defired him, ſince he expreſsd fo 
much deſire to ferve his Country, to 
return to the Moors Camp, to tell 
Abenramin that it was not yet time for 
him to advance, Pelage not being yet 
arrivd in the Town with all his 
Forces. 

The Renegado having accepted this 
Commiſſion, made that forged anſwer 
to Abenramin, who was very glad at 
it, and ſent him forthwith back to 
Gixa, to ſtay till the Prince was there 
arrivd, and to bring him immediate 
word. But inſtead of going thither, 
he went to the Chriſtians Camp. 
Pelage not loſing time, march'd all the 
night ; and being acquainted with the 
Country, he arriv'd at the Camp of 
the Moors, without they having the 
leaſt inckling of him, and attack'd 


them with ſo much vigour, that he 
Killd 


and put all the reſt to flight ; obliging 
General Abenramin to Retreat in great 
diſorder. | 

Tn this Attack the Moors loſt two 
thouſand men, and the Chriſt: 145 
about eight hundred. But Pelaze 
fearing to ingage too far in the Battel 
with Abenramin, who had double the 
number of his.men ; and who, alter ha- 
ving rally'd his Souldiers that had been 
takenunprovided, might ſurround him 
he made a haſty retreat to the Town 
of Gixa; where as ſoon as he -was cn- 
tred, he causd the Traytor Mazuzes to 
be hang'd, and his Body burnt. Then 
for fear the Moors might take that 
Town again , after «having turn'd out 
all its Inhabitants, he ſet fire to't, and 
Retreated into the Monntains to de- 
fend their entrance againſt the Moors, 
by whom. he was under fear of being 
purſu'd. 6 — 

And indeed Abenramin follow d Pe- 
lage at the heels ; ſo as that he arriv'd 
at Gzxa before the fire was quite extin- 
ouiſhed. ' Whereupon having crois'd it

Horſes, and have ſuch as are very 
Vigorous. The Soyl produces good 
Bread and excellent Wine, and ſo great 
a quantity of Oyl, that there is ra- 
ther too much than too little. There 
grows all forts of Herbs and Pulſe ;_ 
and particularly, all Simples as are 
needful in Phyſick., They gather there 
Silk and Linnen in abundance, of 
which they make very fine Stuffs. 
There are Mines of Silver, of Copper, 
Quick-filvex, : 
For as for Gold, I have not heard there 
was any. As there are many different 
Nations, there are alſo ſeveral ſorts 
of Tongues, that have not any Relati- 
on with ours. 

This Peninſula confines upon France 
on the North, and is * ſeparated thence 
by very high and very rugged Moun- 
tains, by them calld the Pyrenees. 
We paſsd them, Tariff and I, in the 
Head of your Armies; but we 
thought that it became us not to un- 
dertake the Conqueſt of another

Aﬀer ſuch an Anſwer, Adilbar 
thought there was no farther parlying. 
On the morrow morning, he causd a 
. moſt furious Aſſault to be made : But as 
the Beſicged were well inform'd of the 
manner with which the Moors had per- 
formd the Sieges of. all the other 
Towns of Spain, they had made Pro- 
viſion of a world of Poſts of ſeveral 
faſhions, which they filld with boyling 
Oyl, Faniper and Turpentine, and threw 
them upon the Beſiegers 3 which burnt 
them alive, and incapacitated them 
from fighting, by reaſon of the vio- 
lence of the pain they ſuffer'd.

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them. To avoid the inconveniences 
that commonly happen in Engage- 
ments that are perform'd by Night, 
the Governour had order'd all thoſe 
that were commanded out upon that 
Sally, to ceaſe fighting, and retire into 
the Town, as ſoon as he ſhould cauſe 
a Horn to be ſounded; whoſe ſound 
he had causd them to obſerve. Thus 
fearing they might engage too far on 
the purſuit of the Moors, who might 
cut them off, he causd it to be ſound- 

ed, when he judg'd it convenient. 

The Chriſtians had much ado to 
reſolve upon quitting the Engagement, 
being very much fleſh'd by the Moors, 
who gave way before them on all ſides, 
and were purſu'd by them with the 
Sword in their Reins : But at the long 
run, retiring by little and little, in the 
order that had been preſcrib'd them, they 
re-entred the Town, where they were 
receiv d with great Applauſes, by the 
Beleaguerd; who causd a world of 
Muſical Inſtruments to be founded, in 
token of Joy for fo great a Victory.

After having begun, by Summoning 
the Town again to Surrender, and re- 
ceiv'd thence as haughty an Anſwer as 


- that he had before, he caus'd his coverd 


Chariots to advance, with a multitude 
of Pioneers, ſuſtained by a good 
number of Souldiers, that he had 


| placd underneath ; and having brought 


them near the Courtin, he had it uN- 
dermin'd

: © The | Beleaguerd ſeeing: theſe Ma- 
chines, and dreading the cfte& of them, 
aſſembled to onal: about the moſt pro- 
per means to ſecure themſelves from fo 
great a danger. Their Governotlr, 
call'd Sarmato, being a Mah of Wit 
and Reſolution, let them ſee that there 
was no occaſion for them to be alarm'd 
as they were, and causd them to ſepa- 
rate into three Brigades, that they 
- might the more eafily ſuſtain the three 
different Attacks. 

Adilbar had not omitted any one of 
the Precautions he could imagine, 
againſt all that the Beleaguer'd could 
invent for their defence ; and as he 
had caus'd to.be made a kind of great 

*The4rdbs Stone-Bows *, with which they ſhot up 

_—— very great Stones, he pointed them to 
the places where they could do moſt 
miſchief; and making 'em .mount 
upon his Chariots, he caus'd fo great a 
quantity of 'em to be thrown, that 
tew. places were there in the City , 
where the Chriftians could be in 
lafety. 

Sarmatoſceing ſo many extraordinaty 


means employ'd to attack him, fell _—_ 
ide 
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| *# ill ſucceſles, reſolv'd upon giving 
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fide alſo td the contriving ſome for his 


Defence;and having caus'd the ſtrongeſt 


of the Inhabitants to aſſemble, with fit- 
ting Inſtruments for the removing the 
Earth, he causd Ramparts to be rais'd, 
behind and within the Walls, that 
when even the Moors ſhould have effe- 
ed the making ſome Breaches therein, 
they might find 'em ſtopt with ſo much 
Earth, as that it would be impoſlible 
for them to enter 'em. This wiſe Go- 
vernour, by this Precaution, put him- 


 ſelfin a poſture of receiving no damage 


from all the Inventionsof his Enemies : 
For there was already ſo. much Earth 
behind the Wall, that when they had 
broken it, they would find they had 
got nothing by the bargain: Nay, 
and many had been cruſh'd to pieces 
by the great Stones the Chri/##ans rolld 
upon thoſe Chariots : And as for thoſe 
the Moors caus'd to be thrown into the 
Town, as there ſtood Sentinels on the 


- top of the Towers, to give the Signal 


to the Inhabitants to make their eſcape, 
when they ſaw any coming, moſt com- 
monly all their Machines were fruit- 
leſs. 


 Adilbar being in Deſpondency at © 
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a general Aſſault. While he was prepa- 
ring all his Forces for that purpoſe, 
and that the Scaling, Ladders were 
erected on one fide, he causd his Cha- 
riots to take a great circuit towards 
the other end of the City, for the un- 
dermining the Wall at the fame 
time. Whereupon, having 'given 
the Signal for the attack, at break 
of day, which he had choſen for 
that intent, the Beſiegers went on 
with an gxtraordinary fury, and the 
Beſieged ſuſtaind it with great reſo» 
lution. | 
The Moors in the mean while, ha- 
ving again chang'd their Chariots, and 
faſtening upon part of the Wall that 
was weaker than the reſt, made a great 
Breach, by which ſome enterd the 
Town; but Sarmato repairing in all 
haſt thither, with a great many Soul- 
diers, left them there not long ; and 
having drove them thence, causd that 
g4p to be ſtopt up with a great quanti-' 
ty of Earth : Certain it is, the Town 
had been taken, had he delay'd one mo- 
ment longer ; but the Night having 
put an end to the Conflict, Adzlbar 
found he had loſt five hundred men, 
whereas the Beſicged had loſt but rwa, 
| | hundred, 
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IGTH 


hungred : So great an oppoſition made 


him take up again the Reſolution he 
took the time before, of ſtopping up 
all the Avenues of the Town, that fo 
the Chriſtians, being preſsd by hunger 
and thirſt, might be conſtrain'd to Sur- 
render. He remain'd there in this man- 
ner forty five days, after which, Sar- 
mato conſidering that 4di/bar might 
hold him block'd up in this manner, 
as much, and as long as he pleas'd, be- 
ing Maſter of the Fieid, from whence 
he. might have all forts of Refreſh- 
ments; he reſfolv'd upon going to at- 
tack him in his Camp, as he had done 
the time before. 

Wherefore having aſſembled twelve 
hundred Foot, choice men, and a hun- 
dred Horſe, he causd them to Sally 
out at Mid-night, through a Poſtern- 
gate of the Town. The Moors having 
ſeen the Chriſtians had been ſo long 
without fighting, did not expedt this 
ſudden Aſlault at all: By this means 
the Chriſt;ans killd a very great num- 
ber of them, and retired in good or- 
der, by favour of the night. Adi/bar 
tearing the like accident to that which 
befell him in the former Siege, ſent 
a part of his Horſe to ſtop the Soul- 

M dirs 
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'  Gdiers that were minded to purſue them ; 
infomuch, that he found the next day 
that he had loſt four hundred Foot, and 
thirty Horſe, whereas there fell not 
abovea hundred and fifty of the Chri/t:- 
ans, whom this General causd to be 
Tnterrd as well as the Moors, for fear 
of their creating an Infeftion in his 
Camp. 

The Beſteged were much fatisfy'd 
with the ſucceſs of this ſecond Sally; 
bur in a ſhort time aſter, Adz/bar caus'd 
a ſecond ailault to be made, which 
was ſo furious , . that whatever re- 

 fiſtance they made, the Moors at length 
g4ina a Courtine. The .Governour 

flying thither forthwith with a re-in- 
forcement of Souldiers, perform'd fo 

well, that he at laſt drove the?Moors 

again from: their Poſt, and put it into 

a poſture of Defence. This Con- 

ict laſted from break of day, till

his Officers, called Hal: Abenzaznee, 
which afflicted him very much, and 
whom he caus'd carefully to be dreſs'd, 
as well as all the reſt; confirming 
himſelf in the firſt Reſolution he had 
taken, of having the Town by' Fa- 
mine. | 

The Beſieged fearing to want Vidtu- 
als, that they might precaution them- 
ſelves before-hand, with the remedies 
neceſſary againſt the miſchief where- 
with they were threatned, had causd 
very deep * Canals to be made, from 
the Weſtern Gate of their Town to a 
great River, that- paſſing very near 
their Walls, falls. afterwards into the 
Sea. By the means of theſe Canals, 
they went into the River with great 
Boats ; and theſe Canals being Forti- 
fy'd all along with good Trenches, 
inſomuch that the Cavalry could not 
do them any miſchief, there came to 
them, from time ro time, Victuals 
from the Mountains of a certain Coun- 
try, call'd Biſcaya : Theſe Canals were 
a very great help to the Befieged ; for 
beſides their having by this means all

things brought them, the Warer of 


the River ſervd them for a thouſand 


conveniences. 
M 2 Adil- 
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Adilbar having not then any Ships 
to hinder the Chriſtians from having 
every moment all neceſſaries, was very 
much at a loſs, and was loath to re- 
ſolve upon raiſing the Siege once again : 
When news was brought him of the 
revolt of the Governour of Yalence, 
call'd Abubaber el Handali, and of the 
Inroads he made into the Neighbour- 
ing Provinces of that Kingdom. 

So urgent an evil, and which he faw 
himſelf 14ndiſpenſably oblig'd forthwith 
to remedy, made him preſently raiſe 
the Siege, and march long days jour- 
neys to Cordoua; which the Chriſti- 

ans of Hiſpalis were very glad of. 
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. Adilbar goes to Valence, defeats 


the Gowernour of that Province 


and has him Beheaded. 


He great Siege, wherein Abuba- 
BB her el Handali, Governour of 
Valence, faw , Adilbar engag'd in, had 
made him lope that he might in that 
time, render himſelf abſolute Maſter - 
of that fine Province. In this Deſign, 
having gain'd all the Goyernours of 
the ſmaller Cities, and all the Martial 
Men under his Authority, he would 
needs caſt off the Yalid's Oath ; and 
having brought a ſmall Army on Foot, 
he began to make Incurſions into the 
Neighbourhood, that he might by 
force oblige all the People there- 
abouts to obey him as their Soveraign 
Lord. | 

Adilbar being inform'd of theſe 
Tranſactions, as [I faid in the foregoing 
Chapter; causd a new Army to at- 
ſemble, of ten thouſand Foot, and 
aengt M 3 eight

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eight hundred Horſe; and with 
theſe Forces, croffing the high Moun- 
tains that are on the South, he arrivd 
at the City of Murcia; to whoſe foot 
extends the Government of Yalexce: 
Abraham Eſcaladari was then Gover- 
nour of the Place,, who . being in- 
form of Adilbar's march againſt Abu- | 
baher, had got. ready a Magazine of 
Proviſions, to diſtribute them, as he 
did among his Souldiers : And having 
join'd him with all the men he had, 
they two march'd together toward 
- Valence. 

The Rebel ſeeing ſogreat an Army 
coming againſt him, and having no 
place of fafety whether to Retire, 
thought it much berter to try the for- 
tune of a Battel, and win it, or dye 
like a Man of Courage, than go bately 
yield himſelf up. Having infpired 
the fame reſolution into the minds of 
his Adherents, and diſposd them into 
the beſt order he could, as ſoon as 
 Adilbar had ſet footing in his Govern- 
ment, he went to meet him ; andin 
that Battel, did all that could be done 
by a good General, and good Souldier ; 
but being at laſt taken, and all hismen 
defeated, Adilbar caus'd his Head to be 

ſtruck 
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ſtruck oft, and had it ſet on the top 
of a Lance, on the Gate of that 
Town, which he gave for Plunder to 
his Souldiers. | 

He made a ſtrict ſcrutiny after all 
thoſe that had had a hand in this Rebel- 
lion, that he might of them accord- 
ingly make an Exemplary Puniſhment: 
And indeed, many Commanders and 
Captains had the fame Fate with their 
Leader ; and after having reduc'd that 
Country to its Obedience, and there 
eſtabliſh'd- one of his Captains, call'd 
Mahomet Abenbucar, he returnd. to 
Cordoua, and diſmiſſed his Troops.

whom he thought Loyal to his Brother, 
and had 'em all beheaded. This ſo in- 
timidated all the reſt, that either out 
_ of the fear they had of him,or by reaſon

Abraham made , ..., 

no other anſwer to this, but that he obedience, 

was not come thither to be reconcild,  procecti- | 

but to fight ; that he ſtood in no need pp, 

of the friendſhip he ofter'd him, but of 

the Crown he had upon his Head ; 
N that

that he was Almanzor's Son and Heir 
as well as he; that he had only to pre- 
pare to defend himſelf, and that their 
Righrs being at the point of their 
Swords, they would that day decide 
which of the two had the beſt, giving

Having in this manner ſent back 
Atoalvalid's mediator, and having 
threatned to have him hang, it he 
came again to importune him with fuch 
like narrangues. The Caliph with grief 
ſaw bimſelf obligd to give Battel ; but 
at laſt, having marthalld all his Ar- 
my in Battalia, ir began with ſome 
{quadrons of Horſe of both ſides, who 
were a long while mingled with one 
another, before any judgment could 
be paſsd which of the two had the 
advantage: And this Skirmyh that 
Iaſted above half the day, without 
any great loſs on either fide, plainly

Abenbakar, being fully inform'd of 
all theſe Tranſactions, came to meer 
him with an Army of twenty thou- 
fand Foot, and two thouſand Horſe, 
inſomuch, that they were not long 
without coming to blows. Abraham 
would needs, before he gave the Signal 
for Battel, do as lawful Kings. do to 
Rebels ; and ſent to tell him, That as 
he had not any Right to the Crown, 
he could nat believe he would perſiſt 
in his bad deſigns, or that he would be 
wanting in his Allegiance to his Prince;

Some of the Cavalry that were de- 
tach'd on both ſides, having began the 
Skirmiſh, they quickly engag'd in a 
general Battel, that was very obſtt- 
nately fought, and very bloody, A4ben- 
bukar being skill'd in all the ſtratagems 
of War, had plac'd his beſt Officer in 
Ambuſcade behind a Hill, with five 
hundred choſen Horſe, that had order 
not to appear till the Battel was far en- 
g2g'd, and then to attack the Princes 
men in the Rear ; and this occafiond 
Abenbakars winning the Battel: For

Abraham, at his return, having met 
with a very cool reception from the 


 Arabians, it ſpighted him extremely, 


and gave him great confuſion. Where- 
fore having again convend the Gover- 
nours and Commanders that were un- 
cer his ſway, he gave them to under- 
ſtand that he was reſolv'd not to ſuffer 
Abenbukar to_glory long in his Vidto- 
ry ; and commanded them to make 


ready to take the Field in fifty days 


ſpace, with all the Forces they had un- 
der their charge. They fo very 
punctually executed this order, that at 
the day appointed, he found himſelf at 
the head of an Army of forty thouſand 
Foot, and five thouſand Horſe ; with 
which he march'dagain for Syrza. 
Abenbukar had not ſlept on his fide,

Foot, and three thouſand Horſe; and' 
with theſe F orces ſtaid Prince Abra- : 
hams coming up, who without entring 
into any parleys, as he had done the 
time before, as ſoon as he came in fight 
of Abenbukar's Army,he narch'd dired- 
ly upon him, to engage him in the 
Battel, that was very bloody on both 
fides. But at laſt, Abenbukars Troops 
being defeated, he wastaken generouſly 
fighting, and brought to Abraham, 

who, without ſaying a word to him, 

in the rage he was 1n, and without 
giving him time to ſpeak, or the Execu- 
tioner to come, he cut his Throat 
with his own hands, ſtriking him fo 
furious a blow with his Scimirar up- 
on the nape of his Neck, that he cut 
off his Head, which he causd to be 
put on-the top of a Pike, on the Gate 
of Damaſcus. He was not fatisiy'd 
with having himſelf pertorm'd the 
Execution, for having caus'd him to 
be fleed, he commanded the placing 
upon that ſame Gate that Wretches 
Skin, which he had caus'd to be fill'd 
with ſtraw ; and the like uſage did 
all thoſe meet with that had had a 
hand in this Rebellion. At length, 
TIM being

chaitizd, he left there as Governour, 
a Captain, in whom he had great con- 
fidence, call'd Abencirix, and return'd 
to recreate himſelf at Court, where he 
was receiv'd by his Partizans with great 
Huzzahs, and mighty Exultation.

ING Aboulvalid being retn'd to 
Thunis, as IT have before obſcrv'd, 
labour'd under greatanxiety to ice him- 


| ſelf drove out of his Kingdom by his 


own Brother, and employ'd. his 
thoughts wholly upon the means of 
being reveng'd. Mahomet Gilhair was 
no leſs concernd than this Unhappy 
Prince, conſidering him not barely as 
his Son-in-law, but as his own Son. 
Wherefore having reſfolv'd on aſliſting 
him with all his might, he made 
great Levies thoughout the whole ex- 
tent of his Kingdom, gave Commilſhi- 


.ons to all the principal) Perſons of his 


Court and Country, and fitted out a 


great Naval Army, which he had

in Africa, Greeting, Abenbukar Go- 
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ftord with all the Proviſions moetery 
for a great Embarkment. 

Aboulvalid did not forget himſelf on

Maca having with great reſpect re- 
ceiv'd the King his Maſters Letter, in 
a ſhort time aſſembled an Army of | 
thirty thouſand Foot, and having got 
together all ſorts of Ammunition, and 
fitted out a mighty Fleet, he embark'd 
in it himſelf, with rhe Royal Treaſure he 
had in his keeping, finding that 1t 
could not be better employ'd than for 
ſo good an occaſion, for which it was 
undoubtedly reſerv'd : Nay, he thought 
himſelf oblig'd to quit all things, to ſig- 
nalize his Zeal and Fidelity in his Ma- 
ſters * ſervice, and contribute thereto, 
not only with his Cares, but with his 
Perſon. In his room in Africa he left a 


' very brave Man, and in whom he had 


great Confidence, call'd Alicunicy, a 
Native. of Stony Arabia , and arrivd 
fafe at Thunis with all his Army, at the 
cnd of the Moon of Rabeh, on the 2 of 
that fame year 97 of the Hegira. 

| There 
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There he found King Abonlualid em- 
ploy'd in Shipping the Troops he had 


" got together in thoſe parts ; who em- 


brac'd him very affectionately, and ca- 
reſsd him toa high degree. This Prince 
had already nominated Tariff Aberzzer, 

who had atchiev'd the Conqueſt of the 


Kingdom of Spazr, in his Fathers Life- 


time, Gezeralifimoof all his Forces, and 
had caſt his Eyes upon him, as upon 
the greateſt, and moſt lucky Captain 


of thoſe times. 


Theſe two great Armies having been 
a long while in 'embarking, the King

In the mean while, Prince Abrabim 
knowing all his Brothers Preparations, 
didnot ſleeponhis fide.

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all the Chiefs * of the Arabians,and after 
having given 'em notice of the ſtorm 
wherewith. they were threatned, and 
having, made them apprehend that they 
were to expect little leſs. than to be 
ſtrangled, if Aboutvalid ever re-mount- 
ed upon the Throne ; and that it was 
much better to dye in the Bed of Ho- 
nour, than upon a Scattold, as he was 
reſolv'd to do, to ſhew 'em the way. 
They were all fo ſenſibly perſwaded by 
his Arguments, that in their own De- 
fence, they made up a very confidera- 
ble Army, that was found to be ſixty 
thouſand nien, got truly ia the beſt 
manner they could together. 
Abraham having made no difficulty 
to go meet his Brother with his Forces, 
the Battel was . fought in the Plain of 
Cahar, on the 3 of the Moon Dulquihi- 
da*, in the year 97.

Aboulvalid did much SG his not 


ring been able to take him alive ; and 
dou bt- 
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he had done him, he would have given 
him his life, and would have been 
contented with continuing him in a 
perpetual impriſonment. Wherefore 
having caus'd his Body to be put into 
a Coffin, he purſu'd his way towards 
Carbal; whence the Queen his Wite 
was coming to meet him ; tho ſhe had 
ever been kept as a Priſoner, the Prince 
had ever had her very civilly treated : 


Aboulvalid was mighty joyful to ſee 


her again, but could*not forbear ex- 
preſſing much grief for Abraham's 
death ; he causd the whole Conrt to 


put on * mourning, and aſſiſted at his * Hiſu, 


Funeral, which he causd to. be per- 
form'd with great Pomp ; nay, he was 
ſeen to ſhed tears in that occaſion ; but 
he had not the fame 'mildneſs and cle- 
mency for all the Officers that ſided 
with his Brother ; he put a great num- 


ber of them to Death, and ſet himſelf 


to retrieve - his Authority, and fet 
matters again to rights throughout the 
whole Empire. 

General Zariff receiv'd a wound in 
his Right Arm in the Battel, which he 
nad neglected at firſt, by not refrain-

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doubtleſs, as he had ever had a kind- 
neſs for him, maugre all the miſchief 
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ing to mount on Hoeſeback, after his 
uſual manner 3 but through the little 
care he took of it, and through the 
toyl and drudgery of marching, his 
ya ſwelld in fuch manner as to gan- 
ore; and ſo in a few days time ſent 
him out of the world. | 

Aboulvalid was much grievd at the 
loſs of fo great a General, and to ſhew 
the eſteem he had for him, he causd 
him to be Interrd with great magni- 
ficency, and had the fame honours 
paid him, as had been paid to the 
Perſon of his Brother. And I can 
certainly ſay one thing of him that is 
ſomewhat tingular, that his Valour 
was accompany d with ſuch great For- 
tune in War, that he never undertook. 
any enterprize but what he ſped in to 
his honour. 

This Prince, after having puniſh bs I 
have ſaid, thoſe that were revolted a- 
gainſt him, began with recompencing 
thoſe that had ſerv'd hum ſouſefully in 
that War, by diſtributing among them 
the Governments, Lieutenancies, and 
Employs, inſomuch, that they were all 
fatisſy'd with the returns he made to 
their Services ; and then ſet his thoughts 
upon enjoying arid Pleaſure, the repoſe 

that had coſt him fo dear. CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXVL 


Adilbar; Vice-roy of Spain, leads 
his Army into Biſcaya, againſt 
Pelagius, and thence returns 
without doing ought. 


Dilbar having ſped fo ill in the 
| Siege of Hiſpalis, he had receiv'd 
order from King Aboulvalid his Maſter, 
to go the ſooneſt he could, to make 
the Conqueſt of thoſe Mountains, 
where Pelage had made his Retrear, 
and where an infinite number of Chri/t:- 
aus were gone to find him, from all the 
corners of Spain, to fave themſelves, 
with their Wives and Children, from. 
the fury of the Moors. 

Whereupon, he ſent a Renegado-ſpy, 
to examine the ſtrength of thoſe Places 
where this Prince lurk'd, and to en- 
quire into the number of the Souldiers 
he had with him, and the world 
of People that had there taken re- 


fuge. 
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The Renegado keing entred into 
the Country, pretended to - make his 
eſcape as well as the other Chriſtzans, 
{rom the Perſecution of the Moors, and 
over-ran all the Mountains of Bzſcaya, 
where he moſt carefully ob@rv'd all he 
ſaw, in purſuance of the orders he had 
receiv'd from Ad7/bar : But when upon 
his departure thence again, he was 
brought before Pelage, by the Guards he 
had plac'duposr theFrontiers, having been 
taken for a ſpy as.he really was; Pelage 
ask'd him a Thouſand Queſtions, but 
as he was cunning and crafty, he an- 
{werd very pertinently, and without 
being at a loſs: Pelage nevertheleſs 
was not willing to let him go, and 
kept him ſome days in Priſon ; but. at 
lengrh, finding nothing againſt him 
but a weak ſuſpicion, with whi&h his 
Imagination had been poſleſs'd, he ſet 
him at liberty. 

After this, the Renegado took his 
time ſo well, that he found the means 
to get again to Cordoua, where he de- 
liverd A4di/bar an account of all that 
had .befaln him, and of all he had 
ſeen ; aſluring him, that it was no dif- 


_ ficult matter to force the paſs. of thoſe 


Mountains, that were guarded only 


by the Moors. 
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by a ſmalb handful of men, of little + 


Courage. 

Adilbar being incourag'd by this 
Relation, reſolvd upon undertaking 
the War againſt Pelage, well perceiving 
that if he had once reduc'd the Chri/t:- 
ans of that Canton, Hiſpalis would 
no longer put him in pain, the ſuccours 
thatTown had receiv'd from Biſcaya,ha- 
vingoccaſiond it's not being ſurrendred. 
Wherefore he prepar'd ſuddenly to be- 
ſiege it, as not believing thoſe Moun- 
tainers could refifſt him long ; and 


flattering himſelf with the hopes of ren- 


dring Aboulvalid the abſolute Maſter 
of all Spain, as far as the Pyrenear 


Mountains, thar ſeparate it from Fraxce. 


For this purpoſe he aſſembled twelve 
thouſand Foot, and would not take any 
Horſe along, as not belteving they 
could be. uſejul to him in fo rocky a 


Country ®. With this {mall Army, * Gg44;-;, 
compogd of choice men, he advanc'd Country 


as far as the place by the Spanzards 
calld the Term of War. 

Pelage having notice of his march, 
conven'd the Principal Perions of the 


Cantons of Biſcaya, to concert with 


them the means of oppoſing him ; 
and their unanimous opinion was, to 
+ 2 thinls 
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think of defending the Entrance of the 
Mountains, which was very difficult ; 
this was alſo the ſentiment of Pelage ; 
ſo as that having placd five hundred 
choſen men, and well arm'd in Ambuſ- 
cade in a great Quarry or Den, that 
is under a ſteep Rock, Pelage placd 
himſelf a little higher with fifteen hun- 
dred men, being all he could aſfſem- 
ble. —. | 
The Moors going about to mount, 
to get to that Mountains top, Pelage 
charg'd them with the {mall Forces he 
had, but had quickly been overcome, 
had not the five hundred men that were 
hid in that Cavern, as I newly hinted, 
appeared in the nick behind the Ene- 
muies, put them into diforder, kill'd a 
great number of them, and put all the 
reſt to flight. 

That day Adilbar by computation 
loſt a thouſand men, beſides the great 
number of. thoſe that were dangerouſly 
Wounded ; whereas the Chri/tans loſt 
but four hundred.

tar inrag'd at the loſs he had newly 
undergone; all the faults of which he 
refleed upon the Chriſtzan Renegado, 
who had deceiv'd him ; he ſent him to

After having well examin'd the dif- 
ficulty there was in forcing ſuch nar- 
row and ſteep Paſſages, he found his 
continuing any longer in that Country, 
would be only the loſing of time and 
men, and reſolv'd to put off this Ente:- 
prize till another .time, when as he 
might find an entrance more eaſfie to 
force, than that from whence he had 
been newly repuls'd. . Wherefore with- 
out ſtaying there much longer, he re- 
turn'd into Andaloufia, where he dif- 
miſs'd his Army, and ſet his thoughts

and ſerve for* an Azylam and Retreat 
ta the Chriſtians ; wherefore they us'd 
their utmoſt endeavours to fortify them 
to the beſt advantage. 
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CH A P: - AXVIL 


Of the Death of the King of Thu- 
' nis, and of the great Wars 
Aboulyalid was oblig d to rake 
to render himſelf Maſter of that 
Kingdom. 


T HE joy King Aboulvalid had 
JK for the victory he had gaind over 
his Brother Abraham, was quickly rut- 
fled by the news he receiv'd in a little 
ſpace after, of the Death of his Father- 
in-law, Mahomet- Gilhair. He left no 


. other Children fave Queen Omwhalarr, 


wherefore he reſolvd to ſend out of 
hand to take poſſeſſion of fo fine an In- 
heritance, for fear that if he deferr'd 
any longer, ſome change might hap- 
pen, as commonly does in ſuch occafi- 
ons: ſor ſo ſolemn an, Embaſly, he 
choſe one of his favourites, call'd Abul- 
cacim Aben Marchan, who departed in 
great haſte with all his Train, and was 
very kindly receiv'd by all the O_ 
| O 
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of that Court, and Lodg'd in the De- 
ceaſed Kings Palace. | 
Having forthwith conven'd all the 
Members of the Council of that King- 
dom, and having let them peruſe the 
Powers he had from Aboulvalid, in his 
Name to take Poſleſſion of that State ; 
they examin'd them, and having found 
them in the form they ought to be, 
King Aboulvalid was acknowledg'd and 
declard King of that great Kingdom, 
and Abulcacim Aben Marchan Vice-roy 
in hisabſence. But as in all times, and 
all Countries, People there are Tranf- 
ported with a deſire of Ruling ; one of 
the Principal Governours was there of 
this ; who flattering himſelf with the 
thought that being Mahomet Gthairs 
near Relation, the Kingdom ought ra- 
ther to appertain to him, than to his 
Daughter, began under-hand to ſollicit 
all the Leading men and Governours, 
each in his turn, to aſſiſt him with his 
Forces. He repreſented to them, That 
being born in the Country, and with 
them brought up, and the late Kings 
neareſt Relation, +the Crown belong'd 
to him, rather than to a Foreigner; 
and had the knack ſo to coaks them 
with fine promiſes, that they at laſt re- 
| ſolv'd 
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folv'd among themſelves for the moſt 
part, to throw off Aboutvalid's Yoak, 
and to place him in his ſtead upon the 
Throne. Hacan (ſo was this Captain 
call'd) wanting not courage for do no- 
ble an enterprize ; having . aſſembled 
all the heads of his Party, entred by 
main force into the Palace, where 
Aben Marchan had his reſidence. This 
Vice-King diſtruſted nothing; but as 
. ſoon as he had notice of ſo very trea- 
cherous a defign, having put himſelf 
upon his defence with what happen'd 
to be about him, he choſe rather to 
dye in defending himſelf generouſly, 
than to fall alive into the hands of the 
Revolted. Thus though they only 
really defir'd to take him Priſoner, they 
killd him,with all thoſe that were about 
him, without fo much as one eſcaping. 
The rumour of this rifing being im- 
mediately ſpread, all thoſe of Hacar's 
Party proclaim'd him King, after the 
wonted manner, taking withal an Oath 
of - Allegiance ig him : And this new 
King fail'd not at his acceſſion to the 
Crown, to beſtow favours upon all his 
Partizans, and to give, as all Uſurpers 
do, all the orders neceſlary for the ac-

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At that fame time, ONe Wedneſday* Suhb, a 
evening, a very great Comet appear'd _—_ 


upon the Horiſon ; about whoſe angle 
it took up towards the Eaf# : It was ac- 
company'd with very thick Clouds, 
extraordinary Winds, and pernicious 
Exhalations, and appeard for forty 
whole days together. Thisvery much 
aftrighting the new King, he caus'd the 
Mathematicians and Aſtrologers of the 
Country to meet; who, after having 
very exactly examin'd the Elevatiorr 
and Nature of this Comet , and the 
ſign in which it riſe, ſaid that it threat- 
ned the Kingdom with great Wars, and 
the Kings Perſon with an imminent 
Death. 

While they were ſtill making their 
Obſervations, a great Earthquake was 
telt,and being repeated to the eighth, or 
ninth time : and there aroſe 1o furious 
a ſtorm at Sea by the great Eaſtern 
Winds, that all the people of this Coun- 
try, thought that the end of the World 
was coming ; nay, they faid they had 
| heard by night, ſtrange howlings in 
the Mountains, that ſeem'd to be roar- 
ing Lyons. But, what moſt amaz'd 
and was moſt firange, was a Cloud 


that coming from the We/?, burſt up- 
on 
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The Conqueſt of Spain 
on their heads, and rain'd a water ofthe 
colour of blood. The Earthquakes I 
have newly mention'd, had topſy-tur- 
vyed ſome Houſes, and over-whelm'd 
whole Families uuder their ruines ; in- 
ſomuch, that not only the people, but 
the King himſelf was in a Conſterna- 

tion. 
Theſe ſurprizing ſigns of Heavens 
anger , were follow'd with a great 
ſcarcity of Corn, that famiſh'd todeath 
ſeveral perſons, as alſo with certain 
Contagious * Sores, that taking them 
in the Groyn, and behind the Ears, 

knock'd off a very great number. 
Aboulvalid, whom Hacans Rebelli- 
on had very much inrag'd, ſeeing the 
people weary'd and ruind by all the 
late Wars, was not in a very good po- 
{ture to undertake ſo great an one as 
this that fell upon his hands. He con- 
vend the Eſtates, where having expos'd 
the neceſſity he was under, to go re- 
duce under his obedience a Kingdom 
that ſo lawfully belongd to him, on 
the account of the Queen his Wife ; 
and having demanded of them ſuccours 
in Money, they anſwerd him that they 
ſhould not fail him in his need, but that 
it was requiſite firſt to know in _ 
| ate 


ſtate the Kingdom of Thunis was, and 
whether the Peſtilence that had already 
laſted two months was ceasd ; the re- 
ſolution was taken that enquiry ſhould 
be made ; and the perſons ſent thither 
brought. word back, That a world of 
people was there dead of it, but that 
the contagion began to diminiſh. This 
occaſion'd- the haſtening the preparati- 
ons for that War; inſomuch, that a 
great number of ſtout Ships were fit- 
ted out for the taking on Board fo great 
an Army, as was that then preparing 
to be embark'd in it, in the Spring in 
the Year following.

.zica had fervd Aboutvalid uſetul- 
ly in the War he had with his 
Brother ; he was his Father Almanzor's 
moſt Truſty. Servant, and had had a 
_ great ſhare in the honour of the Con- 

queſt of Spain: All theſe reaſons made 
this Prince: caſt his eyes upon him, to 
confer on him the Conduct of his Ar- 
my ; and being then in his Govern- 
ment, he ſent him an expreſs Courier 
to give him notice of this new War, 
and that he had nominated him Gene- 
raliſſimo in all his Armies; the terms 
of his Letterto him were as follow.

the abſolute King of all the Country ;

fore, for the recovery of that Kingdom, it is - 
neceſſary that you aſſemble the greateſt 
number 'of Troops as ſhall be pofhble for 
you, in the Kingdoms that are under your 
Government; aud that you ſet forth with 
them and-our Army, to repair to the Port

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Muca having received the King his 
- Maſters Orders, was overjoyd at the 
employment with which he honour'd 
him ; and having made Leavies through- 
out all his Kingdom, and heapd up 
all ſorts of Ammunition, as well for the 
Fleet he had fitted out, as for his Land 
Army ; he embark'd with twenty 
thouſand very brick men, and made 
Sail towards the Levant, while the King 
was embark'd with twenty five thou- 
- fand Foot, and eight hundred Horſe, he 
had aſſembled in Arabia, and made Sail 
towards the Weſt ; inſfomuch, that the 
two Armies joind happily in the Port 
of Capha. This fill'd this Prince full 
of joy, for he woud needs come in 
Perſon to this War, well perceiving 
that when he ſhould have reducd the 
Kingdom of 7hunis, he was abſolute 
Maſter of all Africa, from the Sea of 
the Levant, to that of the Ponant. 
Wherefore having Landed at 7hunis, 
he found not any oppoſition at his de- 
ſcent, and had the means tro marſhal 
both his Armies in Battel-array. 

Hacan being fully inform'd of theſe 
Warlike preparations, was- extremely 
intimidated : Nevertheleſs, as he had. 
been long prepard to maintain his. 
Uſurpation, 
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Uſurpation, he had aflembled forty 


thouſand Foot, and eight thouſand

Horſe ; with whom he ' went with 
great Reſolution to meet Aboulualid, 
and couragiouſly ſtood his coming in a 
large Plain, not far diſtant -from the 
Sea, and calld Falh Almaligue* ; where 
baving drawn up his Army in Battalia, 
it began by two bodies of Horſe, that 
Skirmiſh'd for ſome time before they 
ingap'd the reſt in the Battel, that-laſt- 
ed all that day, from Three a Clock 
in the Afternoon, till Night *, that ſe- 
parated the two Armies with the loſs 
of eight hundred Foot, and about 
three hundred Horſe, on the Kings fide ; 
and five hundred Foot, and four. hun- 
dred Horſe on that of Hacau, with- 
out reckoning a number of Wounded; 
among others, one of Muca's Children, 
call'd Iſmael, had two thruſts with a 
Pike in his Thigh, for which Azoulvas 
lid was much concern'd. But the Fa- 
ther ſeeing the Grief his Maſter thence 
receiv'd, told him with a very gay and 
reſolute countenance, that there was 
not matter for ſo much trouble as his 
Majeſty expreſs'd ; neither he nor his 
Son being come thither to gain Riches, 
but to dye for his Service ; and that 

# thus, 
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thus, though his Son ſhould not recover 
of his Wounds, the matter would be 
ſmall, fince he was only Born to dye: 
On the contrary, he ſhould hold his 
Death as well employ'd, becauſe he had 
firſt ſo well aveng'd it; and this was 
true, for he had killd with his own 
hand a very great number of the Ene- 
mies; and that day perform'd actions 
worthy of an Eternal memory. 


On the morrow, which was the 97h. At thebe- 


of the Moon of Taguel, in the hun- 8 
dredth Year, the Battel renew'd at 


break of day, and laſted till Noon , 725. of 
when Hacan's Men began to Buckle, Lords 


and were at length by dint of Sword 
defeated. ZHZacan ſeeing the flight of 
his Forces, fought his fafety in gallop- 
ing after them. 

The King being entred into Thunis, 
did not think he had gain'd an abſolute 
Vidtory, unleſs he had Zacan in his 
hands: So as that he forthwith ſent 
Foot and Horſe out on all ſides to ſeek 
him, promiſing them great rewards if 
they brought him to him. They 
fought him ſo well, that the Dogs of 
a Flock of Sheep barking after him 
it a Cave where he was hid, created 
a deſire iti them to go thither, and 
P 2 occaſion'd 
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occafion'd his being taken. He was 
immediately brought before Aboulvalid, 
to whom having given a great deal of 
ill language, as a deſperate man, that 
ſaw there was no Remiſlion for him ; 
the King, that was otherwiſe very 
mild, was ſo provok'd, that he causd - 
him to be impal'd alive, and left him in 
that condition upon the Gate of the 
Town, where he languithd five whole 
days ; at the end of which he dy'd a 
very cruel Death. All the Principal 
Leaders of this Rebellion were then 
Beheaded ; and} one of the General 
Officers of the Army, call'd Abraham 
Hacen, was choſen to be Vice-roy of 
Thunis, in the room of Hacan th 
Rebel. 
Aboutvalid having ſettled his Autho- 
rity in that Country, and brought all 
things again into their Primitive order, 
ſet torth again with his Army towards 
the Levant; and being arriv'd at Carbal, 
where he was receiv d with great Ac- 
clamations, the firſt thing he did, was 
to reward all the Principal men that 
had ſerv'd him in that War, and parti- 
cularly Muca, whom he made of his 
high Council, and one of the Principal 
Miniſters of his State. After this, 
with- 


by the Moors: 6 21 3 
without ſtaying longer in his Palace 
than was neceſſary to repoſe himſelf, 
he thought of raking a Pilgrimage to 
Mecque, whither he went with a part of 
his Court. | 

Being on his return through the De- 
farts, there aroſe ſo furious a Wind, 
that removing whole Mountains of 
Sand from- one ſide to another, as 
ſometime happens; it buryed above 
three hundred Perfons of his Retinue, 
that were found thus Interrd alive, 
which much afflicted him. But having 
pafsd them, at the long run he arriv'd 
in good health in Arabia Felix, where 
he was receiv'd with great joy by all 
his Court, and thought in good earneſt 
to recreate himſelf, after all the troubles 
he had thitherto undergone.

HE Cal;ph thinking only now 

of leading a more calm and ſe-

Leſt Hand, roſe up and utter'd thefe 
words, with a- loud and intelligible 
voice: Gentlemen, Honour d Governonrs, 
Virtuous Lords, and all you here preſent ;

Are you willing to make Oath to him ac- 
cordingly} Towhich they anſwer'd aloud, 
Tes, we are willing; Do they, replyd 
Algaſeli, as a token of the Allegiance you 
promiſe to him, and of the Poſſeſſion he 
from this preſent is going to take of the 
Crown, all that the King and I am going 
to do. Then the King riſing, took his 
Son by the Hand, and ſeated him in 
F 4 his 
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his Throne ; and the Prince having 
taken the Right Hand of his Father, 
kiſsd it for a mark of his Obedience. 
The Father on his ſide, for a token of 
the Bleſſing * he gave him, laid his 
Hand upon his Head ; and alſo kiſſing 
his Sons. Hand, fat down by him on 
his Right Hand ; Algeſe!z the Morabite 
did the fame, and fat dawn on his Lett; 
and after him all the Governonrs of the 
Provinces having alſo kiisd his Hand ; 
an Alfaqui having brought the Alcorar, 
wraptuping very rich ſtuff, and ha- 
ving laid it on the Table, Algaſel; the 
Morabite roſe up from his Seat, and 
lifting up his voice, that he might be 
heard by the whole Aſſembly ; Ho 
worable Goverpours, ſaid he, and Virtu- 
ous Knights, and alſo every one of you here 
preſent ; Do not you ſwear and promiſe by 
the Supreme God, and by all that is con- 
taind in this Book, to acknowledge and 
hold all your life long, Prince Jacob Al- 
manzor, for your King aud Soveraign of 
all the Realms, as Son and Lawful Heir, 
and Succeſſour of King Aboulvalid Abe- 
nacer, his Father?

the whole Aſſembly cry'd,, Amen. 
And the Morabite having ſaid, with an 
audible voice, That for the ſolemnity 
of their Oath of Allegiance, all ſhould 
do the ſame as the King and he did. 
The King being got up, and having 
kiſsd the Alcoray, put it upon his Head , 
the Morabite, and all the Chiefs and 
Governours did the ſame afterwards, 
each -in their order. After which, 
the Morabite being got up from his 
Seat, and having addreſs'd his Speech 
to Prince Facob Almanzor ; Tour Celfi- 
tude, ſaid he to him, do you not ſwear 
and promiſe by the moſt Great, and moſt 
High, and by all that is contain'd in this 
Book, in Quality of Kings, and Sove- 
raign of theſe Realms, to do Juſtice to 
his Subjefts ; and maintain and keep all 
the Priviledges, that the Kings his Pre- 
. deceſſors in general, and each of them in 
particular have granted them ; ſo as that 
you may cauſe them to live in Peace, and 
not ſuffer any wrong to be done them. And 
the Prince having faid, Tes, and that 
he ſwore and promisd it: Mind it well 
then, reply'd Alzaſeli, for if you do not 
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do it, the curſe of God will fall upon 
you, as upon one perjurd; to which 
the Prince having anſwer'd, Amer: 
Let your Celfitude then, continued 
he, to ſhow you make an ſolemn 
Oath, do as I do: Tn uttering theſe 
words, he took the Book, and ha- 
ving kiſsd, and put it on his Head, 
he preſented it to the Prince, who 
did the like. | 

This Ceremony being finiſhd , 
all the Governours, and Leaders 
of Troops, going out before the

Let all, purſu'd he, for the concluſi- 
on of ſo ſolemn an Oath, do then, as 
the King and I ſhall do: In finiſh- 
ing. theſe words the King aroſe, 
and having taken the Alcoray, he 
kiſsd it, and put it again upon the 
Table; he alſo took the Prince his 
Sons hand and kiſsd it; and after 
that the Morabite, and all thoſe 
that composd that great Aſſem- 
bly, had done the ſame, _ they 
were diſlolvd, after having all re- 
ceivd ſome favours from the 
King, who was very much fa- 
tixfyd with ſeeing the Accomplith- 
ment of a thing he had ſo much 
delird.

Aboulyalid's Death, who leaves 
to one of his Kinſmen, call d 
Mahomet Amcari, the Re- 
gency of his State, during his 
Sons Mznority. 


A Porbvalid was much joy'd to ſee all 

> his great Kingdoms in Peace, and 
all the Wars and Diſſentions he had 
been obligd to undergo, abſolutely 
ſtifled : But as the Wheel of Fortune 
turns continually, and there 1s no 
man upon Earth , that has a con- 
tinued and an accompliſh'd happt- 
neſs ; all Great, and all Mighty, as 
he was, he tryd it like other men : 
For he fell into fo obſtinate and fo 
violent a Feaver, that whatever care 
the greateſt and ableſt Phyſicians 
in the World took, that were at 
that time, they could not bring any 
Remedy to it. Wherefore this Prince 
ſeeing that all that was given = 
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did him more hurt than good , re- 
ſolvd upon taking nothing at all : 
And one day, in their preſence, and 
in that of the Principal Perſons of 
his Court, he faid, That he plainly 
perceiv'd it to be the Will of God, 


that he ſhould :dye of that illneſs 3 


that thus he thank'd them for all 
the pains they had thitherto ta- 
ken, and that he had no longer 
any need of them. Then he dif- 


.miſsd them, as well as all thoſe that 


were about his Bed, and ſent for 
Mahomet Algaſeli the Morabite, to con- 
fer with him upon all things, and 
to provide the beſt he could for the 
Government of the State, after his 
Death ; which was what put him 
moſt in pain: For he plainly faw 
his Son was. as yet too Young, to 
be able to contain ſo many Nations 
in their Duty ; and that it was ab- 
folutely requiſite, to give the Regen- 
cy of the State to ſome one, during 


his Minority. He was much at a 


loſs, how to determine on whom to 
pitch; but he and Alzaſel/; at laſt 
concluded , that there was not a 
man of more Ability, nor in whom 


more Confidence could be put, than | 
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in Mahomet Amcari; his very near | 
Relation 3 inſomuch, that having had 
him call'd to him, to tell him the 
choice he had made of his Perſon; 
and Amcari having made him a 
thouſand Proteſtations of Acknow- 
ledgment and Fidelity, he nam'd him 
in his laſt Will and Teſtament , the 
Regent and Lieutenant-General of 
the Empire, till that his Son Almarn- 
Zor Was at Age to Govern. 

He livd but a very few days 
after having declard his Will in 
this manner. And as he had go- 
vernd with much Lenity and Juſtice, 
his Funeral, that was perform'd 
with great ſtate, was accompany'd 
with a real Mourning by all the 
People, and with ſuch tears as de- 
parted from a down-right AfMidtion. 
Mahomet Amcari: having immediately 
taken upon him the management 
of Afﬀairs, the Queen Mother re- 
folv'd to live retired, as being well 
becoming a Widow; and that ſhe 
might have the more care of her 
Son, and keep him in the greater 
ſecurity, withdrew to a Country 
Houſe, whither the Caliph Almanzar, 
her Father-in-law, formerly retired ;

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and + where there was all ſorts of 


Conveniences. 
Wherefore being gone thither to 


ſhut her felf up with all her Fa. 


mily, and that of the King her Son; 
Amcari ſeeing himſelf abſolute Maſter 
of the State, and obeyd by. all the 
Governours of all the Realms that 
compoſe this great Empire, began to 
be ſenſible of the movements of 
Ambition, and the deſire of. Reign- 
ing, that glides by little and little, 
like an Earth-worm, into the Hearts 
of all men; who from the nothing, 
wherein they were , ſee themſelves 


raisd up to Authority : For after 


having began to prick him on by 
little bites, they came at length to 
gnaw him all over. 

Having his mind poſſeſsd with 
this thought, and only thinking of 
the means to bring it about, he 
thought it expedient to. begin with 
gaining over the Principal men, of 
the Council and Army, and the Go- 
vernours of the Towns and Pro- 
vinces ; as thoſe that had all the 
Forces of the State in their hands.

diſſimulation , that as he ſpoke to 

no body- of. his deſign, nor did any 

body. perceive it. At. length, having 
difpos'd* all things to his fancy; ha- 

ving . reducd them to the point he 
judg'd proper for the Executing of 

his Treaſon, he would needs com- 
municate his mind to one of his 
principal friends, whom he had 
made | head of the Council of War, 

calld - Abes Culeyman ; who told 

him frankly, _ That fince. he ask'd 

Him his. advice, he_ found great in- 

. conveniences, in undertaking a thing 

of- that nature, as long as the Prince 
Facob,, _ Almanzor his Maſter -was alive : 

For as he was - beloved by all his 
Fathers Creatures,” there would be 
doubtleſs... . many .

| That thus, whereas all he intended 
to do, was only to augment his 
Authority, and be abſolute and in- 
dependant , ' he would find himſelf 
abyſsd, in the ſtormy Sea of Wars, 
which ſuch an * over-turning would 
occaſion ; and that after he had 
"thus Rioted the people , it would 
be no longer in his power to. calm 
them : Theſe reaſons ſeem'd ©. very 
pertinent to Mahomer Amcari; and 
as he had ever ſped * in following the 
other Councils © given him by | Aber 
Culeyman, he plainly faw, . that” this 
he then gave him, departed from a 
man conſummated in the . expert- 
ence of State Afﬀairs : Wherefore he 
bethought himſelf of an _indubita- 
ble expedient, which was to rid 
himſelf of Prince Almanzor. He was 
reſoly'd not to communicate this 
thought to any other than the fame

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that Chapter; and the . Regent -ha«

Theſe two Truſty Servants, conſider- 
ing the blackneſs of the Regents 
action, and of what. a” conſequence 
it was to think of faving the Prince 
their Maſter, from -the peril that 
was preparing againſt him, found 
there to be leſs evil in berea- 
ving the Traytor Mahomet Amcarz 
of his life, and fail him in that 
occaſion, than to keep his: ſecret, 
to be 'Traytors to their Lawful King: 
Wherefore they both reſolv'd to- 
gether, that they might make 
the leſs noiſe and diſorder, to

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the Prince ſhould fall into the Trap 
that was laid for him, while they 
were taking their meaſures for ſo 
hardy a defign, they thought it 
convenient to inform the Queen 
of all that paſsd, that fo ſhe might 
be upon her Guard, againſt the 
Treaſon that was preparing againſt 
the Prince her Son.

All thoſe of the Queens Palace, 
ſeeing theſe Preſents untolded , were 
immediately ' tranſported with the

2 finer : But the Queen being afraid 
of its being poyſon'd, would by no 
means ſuffer him-to wear it that 
day, no not ſo much. as try it: 
And the Night being come , to ſee

Mahomet's malice and deſign being 
then -paſt all doubt, this generous 
Princeſs being very Prudent , and 
having a Courage above her Sex;

refolution ſhe had taken in her 
mind to puniſh ſuch an attempr, 
ſent to tell Mahomet Amcari the 
Regent, That the - Prince would be 
very glad to fee him, and the al 
ſo, to diſcourſe upon ſome mat- 
ters of conſequence.

without giving any one that Ti- 
tle; but that ſhe would ever manage 
all things by their Councils, and 
that they ſhould ever be the firſt of 
the State after her.

One day when that ſhe was gone 
to Dine with him, in a Garden out 
of the Town, the Prince after Dumn- 
ner threw himſelf upon a Bed, in a 
Room where he fell a ſleep; and 
2 Spider having prick'd him in the 
Right Eye, his Face ſwell'd- in fuch 
a manner, and put him to ſuch great 
Pain, and occafion'd fuch dangerous 


Fits, as that he liv'd but ſeven days. 
7 The 
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The Queen laid his Death fo- to 
heart, that not being - capable of re- 
ceiving any Conſolation, or of. 'ſur- 
viving a ' Son”, for whom ſhe had 


fo tender an affe&ion; ſhe fell - into 
fo great a Languiſhment, that all 


the Remedies of the Phyſicians in 
no wiſe eaſing her Malady, he 
dyd fifteen days after him. 


© Theſe two Deaths, ſo ſudden and 


ſo cloſe upon one another, occaſion'd 
a mighty amazement in the Court, 
that was for ſome time 'in ſuch a 
ſurprize, that their whole diſcourſe 


'was upon -ſo extraordinary a thing. 


Butat length, coming to think that 
there was none left of the Race of 
the Almanzors, to whom the Crown 
appertaird by Succeſſion; the Lead- 
ing men of the Arabiaus, and the 
Governours of the Provinces, began 
to make their Cabals. One of them, 
call'd : 4; Abithacheck, chancing to 
have more Friends than the reſt, 
causd himfelf himſelf to be - Pro- 
claim'd Caliph ; and after having 
causd an Oath of Allegiance to be 
taken to him, and had his Corona- 
tion ſolemnizd with great Pomp, 
with the Solemnity, and the Merri-

that there was no body but on whom 
he conferr'd ſome favour : Beſides this, 
he apply'd himſelf in good earneſt to 
make regulations upon all abuſes that 
were introduc'd into the Government, 
and to do Juſtice to all thoſe that re- 
quird it of him, without making them 
wait ; infomuch that he: acquird in a 
ſhort time not only a great Reputation, 
\ but alſo the friendſhip of all the people; 
they eſteemd themſelves very happy 
in being governd by ſo good a King.
